Puenos Ayres, November 25.—High life in 
Buenos Ayres! 

High life in the Paris of South America! 
Where millionaires are thicker than black- 
berries in dog days and honey-lipped heir- 
esses swarm like bees in midsummer. We 
may see it out driving in the park at 
Palermo, or meet it every afternoon on 
the Calle Florida. We may take chances 
with it every Sunday at the races, or we 
may stare at its diamonds every night dur- 
ing the opera season. If we have good in- 
troductions we may go inside its mansjons 
and attend its fine dinners, or perhaps drop 
in for a game at the swell Jockey Club, 
where fortunes sometimes change hands in 
a night. 

The Races at Bvenos Ayres. 

The races are one of the social institu- 
tions of the Argentine capital. The presi- 
dent and his cabinet, the officers of the 
army and navy, and every one who pre- 
tends to be anybody, attends them, and 
this notwithstanding that they are always 
held upon Sundays. The chief race track is 
owned by the Jockey Club. This club is 
the most celebrated in South America. Its 
initiation fee is three times that of any 
club in New York, and its annual: dues 
equal more than many an Argentine young 
man earns in a year. Its club house will 
compare favorably in its furniture and fin- 
ishing with almost any palace of Europe. 
The races are all under this clud, and all 
the imoney won and lost passes through its 
hands. It takes a certain percentage of all 
the Lets made, and when I tell you that 
last year more than thirteen million dol- 
lars passed through the hands of its pool 
sellers you can see that a small percentige 
will give the club a very big income. Tinere 
are many fine horses in the Argentine, and 
the races are well contested. The day I 
attended them eighty-seven horses were 
entered, and the grand stand contained 
more than ten thousand peopie. A build- 
ing coverimg more than half an acre Was 
devoted to pool selling, and there was a 
stream of men going to and from the win- 
dows of this building to make their bets 
or to receive their winnings. Every one 
was betting. Men, women and children put 
their money on every race, and as the 
horses neared the winning post the crowd 
in the grand stand went wild. Ten thou- 
sund people stood up, some climbing on the 
benches, and now and then a yell went up 
from many thousand tirroats. It Was a 
well-dressed crowd, and there seemeu to 
be almost as many women as men in it. 
There were the poor; as well as the rich, 
although the former were shut off in a 
cheaper section of the stand by theimselves. 

The Palermo Park. 

The Sunday afternoons of: the Argentine 
people are spent up to 3 or 4 o’clock at the 
races. The races begin at 12 and are sup- 
posed to stop at 3. At about 3:30 you will 
See all the carriages turning toward Paler- 
mo Park. This is a beautiful forest and 
garden, covering many acres. It has fine 
drives, magnificent palm trees and winding 
lakes, with there and there a cafe where 
you may stop for refreshments. It is on 
Sundays and Thursdays that all fashionable 
,uenos Ayres comes to Palermo. On 
Sunday afternoons the crowd is immense, 
and it is estimated that there are often as 
many ag 1,Q00 carriages and 10,000 foot pas- 
sengers to be seen there during a single 
afternoon. The carriages are owned by all 
Classes. The people of the Latin races are 
fond of show, and the Spanish, the Italian 
and the Argentine of moderate means will 
Starve thimself during the week in order 
that he may take a drive on Sunday. Most 
of the turnouts, however, are owned by the 
swells. Some of these are magnificent. 
They have coachmen and footmen in livery. 
The horses, in some cases, have harness 
plated with silver and gold, and they are 
of as fine stock as you wil! find in Hyde 
Park or in the Boils de Boulogne. Young 
bloods sit on high drags and dirert their 
horses as they drive with gloved hands. 
On the backs of other rigs you will see stiff- 
backed little tigers or footmen in gorgeous 
dress. Cavalry officers in uniform gallop 
by you and boys can along. on ponies. 
At just about 5 o’clock the crowd is the 
thickest, and at this time it ‘is a sight for 
the gods and men, especially for the men, 
for most of the carriages are open, and the 
majority of the women who sit in them are 
of that beautiful type which is seen at its 
best in Buenos Ayres. Rosy faces, with 
luscious lips and large luminous eyes, look 
out at you from nearly every carriage that 
passes. The pixtures are well framed. 
There are no dark mantas or head shawls

here, such as they have in Peru. There is 


no prudish modesty, no dropping of the 
eyes and blushing at the sight of men. 
These are live flesh and blood girls, not 
nuns. They are girls who are not afraid 
to look you in the eye, and who evidently 
feel weil able to care for themselves, al- 
though their fathers and mothers, by Span- 
ish custom, keep them secluded. They do 
fot often walk upon the streets, and you 
seldom see them out of doors except in car- 
riages. They are, however, on dress parade 
every afternoon at the windows, and as you 
look up, if the street is clear, you may 
perhaps be rewarded with a smile. At 
least I was. I remember how one looked 
down upon me from one of the swellest 
houses of Buenos Ayres, and as her eye 
caught mine she bowed. She actually did. 
I tipped my hat in return, carefully hiding 
the bald spot which my wife says is com- 
isa teers. 
At the Opera. 

Even more swell than the races or Paler- 
mo is the Italian opera. Buenos Ayres is a 
theatergoing city. It has twenty-six such 
houses of amusement, upon which its peo- 
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the percentage of good married women is | 
greater in Buenos Ayres than in any capi- 
tal of Europe. You seldom hear of a scan- 
dal in connection with a wife or mother of 
a high Argentine family. There is no such 
thing as a divorce, although there are sep- 
arations. The women are very proud, and 
their regard for their children often keeps 
them from making a fuss about things 
which otherwise they could not pardon. As 
to the men, there are many good husbands, 
but there are many who have as loose ideas 
of such things as you will find in Parts, 
and who model their lives after much the 
same style as that of the heroes of most 
ef the French novels. The percentage of 
illegitimate births is very high. 
The Women and the Lottery. 

The women are the religious element of 
the community. They keep up the churches, 
attend mass regularly and manage all the 
charities of the country. One of the chief

Should say, at least 2.009 people present, 
and every man and woman in the boxes and 
in the orchestra was in full dress. There 
was not a man in a business suit except in 
the top galleries. The ladies were without 
bonnets and most of them had on low-neck 
gowns, with arms bare. except when coy- 
ered with long white gloves reaching as far 
up as the biceps. The dresses were far 
better and more costly than those you see 
ata white house reception. They wére het- 
ter made and, I am told. most of the cos- 
tumes used by rich Argentine ladies come 
from Parts. There were jewels everywhere. 
There was, I venture, a good half peck of 
diamonds on the female nart of the audt- 
ence. Diamonds as big as the end of my lit- 
tle finger hung from the lobes of pink ears. 
clusters of diamond flowers nestled in beds 
of lace upon voluptuous bosoms, and combs 
set with diamonds fastened 
ed tresses of Argentine beauties on the 
crowns of their shapely heads. There were 
pearls as big as marrow fat peas, necklaces 
of them joined at the center with a great 
ruby or an emerald. There were sapphires 
and opals and gold galore. 
How the Girls Look. 
Many of the women pretty, 
senting as many complexions and kinds of 
features you will see at the Metropolil- 
tan opera in New York. I could not notice 
a predominance of the Spanish type. So 
many of the rich Argentine families have 
intermarried with the foreigners that their 
women are as cosmopolitan in their ap- 
pearance as Gur own. Some of them were 
homely, and not a few, I regret to say, 
owed much of their good looks to their 
make-up. Powder and paint are artistically 
used in Buenos Ayres, and there is no cap- 
ital of the world where the professional 
hair dresser and face enameler has a bet- 
ter custom. I have been told that the 
Parisian hair dressers and enamelers have 
their regular clientele of rich women, who 
come to be made up before they start for 
their drive in the park or for an opera or 
evening party. On opera nights you have 
to engage your enameler beforehand, or 
wait in the ante-room for hours before he 
will yell out ‘“next.’’ However this may be, 
the effect at the opera is excellent. The 
house is a very large one, the largest, I be- 
lieve, in South America. It has five gal- 
leries, the lower three of which are boxes. 
When the curtain is up the men behind the 
women in the boxes are practically out of 
sight, and from the pit where I sat in my 
gixteen-dollar place, | could see above me 
the breasts and heads of the ladies stand- 
ing, as it were, on the red plush railing of 
the galleries. There were hundreds of these 
busts running tier above tier, making a 
flesh, and blood beauty show far superior 
to the wax works of Madam Tussand and 
well worth coming to the Argentine to see. 
In addition to the ordinary boxes, there is 
a special gallery in this theater called the 
cazuela, where ladies can come without 
escorts, and in which men are not allowed. 
Seats there cost from $2 to $5 and is well 
patronized. . 
Queer Antics by Men at the Opera. 
The opera at Buenos Ayres is considered 
much more as a social event than as a 
musical entertainment. I can’t dese¢ribe 
the importance with which dress is regard- 
ed. In mv plain American way, I first 
thought of wearing a black suit, but not 
going in full evening dress. I put on, how- 
ever, my steel-pen coat, but neglected to 
Wear gloves. On entering the house I 
found every man in the orchestra except 
myself wearing white kids, and every man 
but me had a tall silk hat. Between the 
acts the men rose to their feet, clapped 
on their hats and then sauntered to and 
fro through the house. Some stood at 
their seats with their opera glasses to 
their eyes and stared at the women re- 
gardless whether. they knew them or not, 
but thé greater part walked to the en- 
trances of the aisles -and stood there in 
knots with their hats on and feasted their 
eyes upon the women. It was a sort of a 
canniba] feast, but the paint or enamel on 
most of the faces was so thick that it 
brought no bleod to the surface. 


On the Calle Florida. 

And this brings me to Buenos Ayres cus- 
tom of the young dudes of the Argentine 
capital, who make a business o? standin 
upon the street and Sreedily staring at 
ladies as they go by. There is no city of 
the world where this prevails to such an 
extent. It is most, common on the Calle 
Florida, which is the Broadway or Regent 
Street of Buenos Ayres. It is the fashion- 
able shoppine street. and its stores are 
those of the swell jewelers, confectioners, 
milliners, tailors and fashionable restaura- 
teurs of the city. The street has not more 
than twenty feet of roadway between its 
narrow pavements, Every afternoon from 
4 to 6 o’clock a line of carriages moves up 
one side of the street and down the other. 
It may grow dark, but up to 6 the line is 
solid, and you may here see a thousand. 
prancing horses moving to and fro. The 
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carriages are open, as a rule, and in them 


sit the fashionable ladies of the capitaL 
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They drive here every evening merely be- 
cause it is the fashion and the young men 
have the fashion of. standing on the street 
and staring at them as‘ they pass. Every 
afternoon the Calle Florida is thronged 
with knots of young men who are there 
for this purpose..They are well dressed 
and wel: groomed. They carry canes, wear 
gloves and smoke cigarettes they look. 
From time to time they make remarks on 
the women who go by, and not unfrequently 
say things which are absolutely indecent. 
Not long ago one of them said something 
to an American girl who was passing along 
the street... What he said was an insult, 
and the young American rewarded him 
with a slap across the mouth whica almost 
knocked him to the ground. The ordinary 
Argentine girl would ‘have merely pouted 
and passed on. Within the past year or so 
the Argentine police have been trying to 
Stop this insulting of women, and now any 
woman who makes a complant can have 
her insulter at once taken to the city au- 
thorities for tria..

I doubt whether you 
will find a of young girls in Buenos 
Ayres wo any such education as is 
given at our first-class women colleges. 

Family Life. 

It is hard to learn much about family life 
in the high ectreles of the Argentine. Each 
family is run a Close corporation, and 
when a son is married he usually brings his 
wife home. Sometimes an addition is built 
to the house and the newly married couple 
move into it. The sexes are not kept apart 
as much as in the other countries of South 
America before marriage: still, there is no 
such indiscriminate calling and courting as 
in the United States. If a young man pays 
any attentions to a girl he is understood 
to mean business, and if he goes to her 
house often he is expected to ner in 
marriage. When he calls he “does not: see 
his sweetheart alone, and- he is not per-

Such actions cannot but have a bad effect 
upon the character of the people. You 
cannot make @ child think it is bad to 
gamble when his mother handles the ill- 
gotten gains, no matter for what good, The 
result is that the Argentines are a nation 
of gamblers, and Buenos Ayres today is 
as badly affected by its lottery as was 
New Orleans when the Louisiana lottery 
was at the full. 

There are drawings now every week, the 
grand prize some weeks rising to upward 
of $100,000 in silver and at every Christmas 
to $1,000,000. Last year $28,000,000 worth of 
lottery tickets ware svld. There are m0 W 
lottery offices in every block. You meet 
lottery ticket peddlers on every corner, 
and you are not safe from them even at 
the doors of the churehes. Among other 
gambling institutions the ball alleys, 
the race course and stock exchange, 
I shall write of the exchange in 
another letter.

“Preparing for the Holidays. 


It was a fitting time to jubilate for peace. 
The nearer to Christmas the better, for 


next Sunday all the Christian world will | 
celebrate the day and the event when a 
multitude of the neavenly host sang 
“Peace on earth and good will to: man.” 
Christmas is near at hand, and the usual 
signs are in almost every household.

Evtry yearling 
grandchild and two years and three or 
four years has got to have one and someé 
of them have got to go to Texas and 
Florida by express. But they are inde- 
structable and have on all the garments 
of sure enough babies—except some. 

It looks like that girls never get too old 
for dolls until they get married. The little 
grandchild who lives with us is now ten 
years old and has a beautiful Paris doll 
that her Uncle Tom Brumby gave her, and 
since he has made such a good name at 
Manila under Dewey she is prouder than 
ever of her doll and had to have finer 
dresses made for it and I had to put a 
canopy top on her cradle. These children 
have been saving every copper they get 
to buy little presents for each other and 
seem to realize that there is as much 
pleasure in giving as in receiving. 

Christmas seems like a rest from a year’s 
work—a time when everybody tries to lay 
aside the cares and anxieties of life and 
give pleasure to those around him. Peace 
and good will and good things to eat pre- 
vail and always have ever since Christmas 
began to be observed.

The old time 
darkies haven't forgotten it and are proud 
to retallate when .chey eau. Old-Unde Sam 
killed his three hogs yesterday and sent us 
up a big panful of spareribs and back- 
bones as a Christmas gift. Of course we 
will have to remember him when the day 
comes and he knows it. 

But our people have for years made too 
big a frolic of Christmas. Christians ought 
to observe the day with solemn grateful 
thoughts and feelings. There i#® no excuse 
for frolic and ievity. 

I’or centuries the shepherds of the moun- 
tains in Germany, Italy and Switzerland 
have religiously observed the day by march- 
ing down into the valleys with music and 
song, and their Christmas carols are heard 
echoing from cliff to cliff for miles around 
them. I wish that our boys would quit 
shooting guns and firecrackers on that day. 
It looks heathenish. Away down in Mexico 
they celebrate Judas Iscariot’s day about 
like our boys observe Christmas. They 
make pasteboard images of Judas and fas- 
ten them on the trees and lamp posts and 
telegraph poles and stuff them with fire- 
erackers and the fuses all on fire at 
once and burst the figures into a thousand 
fragments. This day is thhe next after 
Easter and belongs to the boys and the 
rabble. But Christmas day should be ob- 
served as seriously as Easter day, and all 
this noisy racket with firecrackers should 
be postponed until Christmas is over. There 
is an old England superstition that even the 
cattle kneel down in prayer on Christmas 
night because the Savor was born in a sta- 
ble where oxen were used to be kept, but 
the cattle didn’t consent to the change from 
old Christmas to new Christmas, and still 
Go to prayer on the 6th of January—that 
was Christmas day until the clock of time 
Was set back , 

Christmas is the most notable day in the 
world’s history. Every event, every birth 
and death and the rising of every sun igs 
dated Anno Domini—the year of our Lord. 
Every letter head and the date of every is- 
sue of every newspaper in all Christendom 
proves the truth of the birth of Christ 
Isvys years ago. 1898! There is a solemn 
meaning in those figures—q meaning that 
all the business world acknowledges, for it 
governs courts and commerce, and both 
Jew and Gentile conform to it, whether it 
be their faith or not.

‘Miles Has One Plan and Holl Has An- 
other for Congress. 


EITHER INCREASES SERVICE 


Congressman’s Draft Appears To Have 
a Better Chance at Present. 


THE GENERAL'S PLAN IS THE BEST ONE 


Army Will Have To Be Increased ard 
the Increase Will Be Under 
One of the Bills. 


Washington, December 12.—(Special)— 
The house committee on military affairs 
began on Monday the consideration of 
the bill for the reorganization of the army 
which was proposed by General Miles. 
The committee has also before it the bill 
of Chairman Hull. The Hull bill has the 
indorsement of Secretary Alger, Adjutant 
General Corbin and the politicians gen- 
erally. It was prepared by Genera] Corbin 
and has the hearty approval of the secre- 
tary, although it is understood that at the 
Outset Secretary Alger assured General 
Miles of his approval of the plan of the 
general. : 

It is usel¢ss for one who does not under- 
Stand the technical organization of the 
army to endeavor to give a fair analysis or 
comparison of the two bills. It is said by 
army officers who have made a study of 
them that the Hull bill is designed primari- 
ly to benefit a lot of people, while the Miles 
bill is designed solely to benefit the army. 

Something of Two Bills. 

Genera! Miles’s bill provides for a thor- 
ough and complete reorganization in every 
department, its primary purpose being to 
make the army efficient 1n every particular. 
In order to do this there is a provision for 
@ general of the army and two lieutenant 
generals. The Hull bill, on the other hand, 
provides simply for an increase in the 
namber of men without a proportionate 
increase in the number of officers. It hag 
been built with the idea of making it 
popular with the economist, not with the 
idea of placing the army on the most effi- 
client footing. 

About the war department, even in the 
adjutant general's department, there is a 
@eneral feeling that General Miles is the 
one man connected with the army branch 
of the service who is fearless, who truckles 
to nobody, who has no favors to ask and 
who, in his recommendations, gives his 
honest opinion without regard to whom it 
may hit. General Miles has been free in 
his criticisms of the Hull bill and there 
seem to be excellent grounds for such 
criticism. It is alleged, for instance, that 
tuere is a paragraph relating to the office of 
judge advocate general which makes it 
practically impossible for anybody except 
the son of Chairman Hull to be judge ad- 
vocate general of the army. This bill has, 
nowever, the greater number of supporters 
for the reason that it is made with that end 
in view. 

Miles the General and the Man. 

From the outbreak of this war General 
Miles has demonstrated that he is every 
inch a soldier; that he knows his business 
thoroughly and is fearless in doing what he 
believes to be right. This attitude he has 
maintained in wwe face of the strongest 
kind of opposition from the politicians in 
high place, for he is not a politician in any 
sense. It is refreshing to find such a man 
san public life. 

In is impossible to say which one of these 
bills will be adopted by congress. Of course 
gome sort of reorganization bill will have 
to be adopted, for an increase in the regular 
army—temporary if not permanent—tis ab- 
sOlutely necessary in view of the necessity 
for holding the Philippines, Porto Rico and 
Cuba. There is a strong feeling that it 
should be provided that such increase must 
cnly be temporary and this may result in 
the passage of the Hull bill. It is the best 
Opinion, however, that in order to secure 
permanent good results, in order to put the 
army on a really efficient footing, a bill on 
the line of that proposed by General Miles 
should become 2 law. 

Two Pension Bills. 

At the instance of General Wheeler, who 
is not taking an active part in legislation 
just at present, Congressman Underwood 
has introduced two bills which tell between

Like every other 
officer of the army, they had looked forward 
With great hopes to the time when war 
should come to give them the opportunity 
to distinguish themselves in the defense 
of their country. Here they were together 
even more than ever, at least more than 
they had been during their married lives. 
Loth were excellent officers and were very 
active in the work of preparation which 
got the regiment to the front in such ex- 
cellent shape. 

Their companies went into battle side by 
side and together. they charged up San 
Juan hill, going to the relief of the Rough 
Riders. Shipp and Smith were well in ad- 
vance of their men and were cheering them 
on, not only by word, but by splendid per- 
sonal example, when they were shot down 
side by side. 

It is for the widows of these men that 
General Wheeler seeks to provide a pen- 
sion—an adequate pension. Some time ago 
the general told me that there was one 
bill which he proposed to speak for during 
this congress, if he spoke for no other. 
li was this, Don’t you think he will carry 
it through? 

General Ruis Rivera. 

Washington will soon receive another Cu- 
ban here. He is General Ruis Rivera, who 
Was the successor of General Maceo at 
Pinar del Rio. 

Shortly after taking command of the Cu- 
ban forces at Pinar del Rio, General RIl- 
vera was wounded and captured by the 
Spaniards. He was immediately courtmar- 
tialed and sentenced to be shot. But aid 
Was near at hand. At Washington the 
officials had received dispatches from the 
Cuban generals informing them of the cap- 
ture of General Rivera and asking for their 
intervention in the case. The senate called 
the attention of the state department to 
the matter and a demand was made upon 
the Spanish officials for the liberation of 
the prisoner. After considerable delay and 
after the general had nearly died from his 
wounds and improper treatment, he was 
liberated, only to be captured in an ambus- 
cade a few days afterwards and again 
thrown into prison. A little later he, with 
several other Cuban prisoners, was taken 
to Spain and put into a military prison 
there, where, after great ‘suffering in goli- 
tary confinement, his case was brought be- 
who have secured his final liberation. He 
is now on this way to Washington with a 
number of his friends and is expected to ar- 
rive in a few days.

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: THE INSURANCE FIELD:

A prominent life insurance representative 
offers a unique solution of two great prob- 
lems which are now agitating the national 


mind. He suggests to President McKinley 


@ plan by which the race question in the 
south may be solved and at the same time 
the advancement of the Philippines may be 
facilitated. The proposition comes from 
Colonel W. C. Nelson, formerly of New 
Orleans, but now manager of the Atlanta 


‘compact, and consulting expert for the as- 


sociated companies. 

Colonel Nelson has embodied his views in 
the following open letter to President Mc- 
Kinley: 

“To a philosopher, a predestinarian and 
a believer in the doctrine that an over-rul- 


ing providence regulates and directs the af- ! 


fairs of nations as well as individuals, it 
would seem that the happy termination of 
our war with Spain, and its attendant re- 
gults, more particularly the acquisition of 
the Philippine islands, offers an admirable 
solution of two most perplexing problems. 

“First, and the one of incaloulably the 
greatest importance—the race problem in 


uth. 
eo rane the economic question involved 
in the overproduction of cotton in the 
southern states of the union, which threat- 
ens at this time to bankrupt that section, 


’ the resultant low prices being now actually 


below the cost of production. To solve for 
all time the race problem in the United 
States of America, let all the colored citi- 
gens be deported as rapidly as possible to 
the Philippine islands. Give to each head 
of a family, including, of course, widows 
and widowers with children, forty acres of 
land, a mule and the necessary agricultural 
implements to till the soil; to bachelors and 
maiden ladies unencumbered with families, 
give smaller portions of land, varying from 
five to ten acres, as their several necessi- 
ties may require. In the tropical climate of 
the Philippines they would thrive like a 
green bay tree and multiply like the famous 
banyan tree. With a minimum of work, an 
abundance of food and little clothing to 
buy, no more idea] residence could be found 
for our dusky friends. 

“These things, of course, only affect their 
material welfare, a very important point, 
it is true, but from the infinitely higher 
standpoint of their spiritual advancement, 
{t offers the opportunity of the century for 
civilizing and christianizing the present 
semi-savage and barbarous inhabitants of 
those islands. 

“The negro race, at least that portion liv- 
ing in the south, is, as is well known, ex- 
ceedingly religious, a large number of them 
are well educated, and the great majority 
are not excelled even by their white breth- 
ren in their fondness for office. 

‘Now do not these characteristics make 

the race phenomenally) fitted for the great 
and glorious work of civilizing these far- 
distant savages? The natives of these is- 
lands are not wholly unaccustomed to a 
union of church and state, and there will 
be no rude disturbance of existing condi- 
tions, simply a substitution of a different 
form both of government and religion to 
that previously in vogue. 
'*The shrewd American colored gentlemen 
with thetr knowledge of politics, could 
easily have themselves elected to all the 
offices in the islands; and there are a suffi- 
clent number of colored Christian ministers 
to form a church heirarchy, which would be 
co-equal in power with the state. Thus, in 
less than a generation would all the natives 
become both civilized and Christianized. 

‘“‘Now in regard to the economic question. 
The soulhern states of the union unques- 
tionably now raise too much cotton, and 
they go on year by. year increasing their 
acreage until this year the crop will 
amount: to over 11,000,000 bales, for which 
they will receive an average of not more 
than 5 cents per pound, or $25 per bale, an 
aggregate of $275,000,000; that of 1895-96 of 
7,000,000 bales brought $292,000,000, and that of 
1881-82 of only 5,500,000 bales brought $294,- 
000,000. In other words, the price of cotton 
always bears an inverse ratio to the size of 
the crop, and hence, as is here shown, a 
crop of 11,000,000, 10,000,000, 7,000,000 and 5,500,- 
000 bales brings approximately the same 
amount of dollars. 

‘The money value in fact of the smallest 
crop in twenty years being some nineteen 
millions of dollars in excess of the largest 
crop. 

“With all the colored citizens deported 
to the Philippines, the southern States 
could not possibly raise and gather more 
than four million bales of cotton, and fof 
this limited amount they could realize 10 
or 12 cents per pound instead of 5 cents, 
ag they do now. 

“With this condition, the price of hands 
in the southern states would materially 
enhance, emigration from states less fa- 
vored as to soil and climate would be in- 
duced, and prosperity return. 

“There could then be no sectional lines; 
with the population of the southern states 
reduced, their representation in congress 
would be correspondingly reduced, and 
with an influx of new Anglo-Saxon blood, 
issues would arise, and with the 
negro eliminated from politics, there is no 
reason why the republican party should 
not then predominate in Georgia and Loui- 
siana as it now does in Massachusetts or 
Pennsylvania. 

“The south would, I doubt not, undertake 
to bear the expense of this deportation, 
as, regardiess of the great benefit con- 
ferred upon the colored brother, the ma- 
terial benefit to the south would be incalcu- 
lable. A tax of % cent per pound on 
cotton for ten years, based on a four 
million bale crop, would produce $100,000,000, 
which ought to be ample to carry out the 
scheme. 

“While many may think this idea chi- 
merical, there appears no real obstacle 
to its full accomplishment; in answer to 
the suggestion that the negro race is not 
sufficiently equipped for this work, it might 
be in order to say that this race has prog- 
ressed much farther in civilization in the 
two hundred years since they were brought 
from Africa to this country than our 
Aryan ancestors did in three hundred years 
from the time they dispersed from their 
primeval hcuse in the plains of central] 
Asia. 

‘The negro has a‘ least learned three 
things during his sojourn in America, each 
of which should justly be considered a 
distinct advance in civilization, viz: 

“How to work. 

‘“‘How to wear clothes, 

“How to speak the English language.

The in- 
surance men claimed that policies were 
often declined after being prepared and 
that the stamps attached to the policies 
had not really been used in a business 
transaction. They say that the stamps 
make quite an item and that where a policy 
is not accepted the insurance agents ought 
to have the right to use them again, even 
though they have been canceled. The in- 
ternal revenue authorities do not agree 
with them.

This is construed to mean that some of the 
companies constitucing these syndicates are 
feeling the pressure which the local agents 
are bringing to jbear against overhead 
writing, and are therefore not go enthusi- 
astic for this business.”’ ‘

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WAR IS ON IN KANSAS. 


An Extra Session of the Legislature 
Is Called for This Week. 


Governor Leedy, of Kansas, has issued 
a call for an extra session of the legislature 
of his state to meet this week. He says in 
his call that he has been assured that the 
legislature will pass an act to\reluce rail- 
way charges. 

But even state legislatures carrot reduce 
railway rates to a point where the corrpa- 
nies are unable to earn a reasonable 
amount of revenue. 

In the Nebraska rate case the supreme 
court of the United States decided that a 
reduction in rates which cut down a rail- 
road's earnings unreasonably was confisca- 
tion, and therefore unconstitutional. 

Recently Judge McCormick, of the United 
States circuit court in Texas, granted an 
injunction prohibiting the railroad commis- 
sion of that state from enforcing a tiriff 
which the carriers complained would ruin 
them. 

A similar decision was rendered in Cali- 
fornia two or three years ago. 

In view of these and otnaer <dlecis'crs, it 
would appear that the Kansas roads need 
not Le greatly worried over tie coming ges- 
sion of the general assembly. If the reduc- 
tion is slight, the roads may acquiesce, but 
if a radical cut is made, vhe law will be 
fOught in the federal courts.

TWO CHEISTMAS DAYS 
IN BETHLEHEM 


Artist Tissot Writes of His Visits to 
the Birthplace of Christ. 

When I left Paris in October, 1886, it 
was to go to Palestine, there to come into 
personal contact with those spots sanctified 
by the presence of the Savior when He trod 
the earth. 

{I went to Jerusalem and saw that Via 
Dolorosa along which He made His weary 
way towards Calvary. I saw Calvary 
itself and all the sacred spots in the neigh- 
borhood, Gethsemane and its garden, Beth- 
any and its tomb. But I reserved for 
Christmas my visit to Bethlehem, that little 
spot destined to immortality because of the 
birth of the Savior within its confines. 

On the day before Christmas, accompanied 
by the French consul, I departed from Je- 
rusalem toward Bethlehem, resolved to see 
that place’ and its sanctified grotto on the 
anniversary of the very night when Jesus 
the Christ first opened His eyes upon the 
world which he had come to save. But 
alas, for the emotions which filled my be- 
ing I could not have chosen a more unfor- 
tunate time. AS we were on our way I no- 
ticed on the face of the globe hurrying in 
the same direction, anxiously, eagerly, as 
if they feared to miss some part of éan ex- 
hibition. We arrived in Bethlehem and 
through the influence of the consul were 
permitted to pass the night in the very 
grotto in which the Christ was born. 


ahrong at the Savior’s Birthplace. 

To my surprise and horror I found a 
feething mass of men and women surging 
around the place trying to puSh each other 
\aside and see—they knew not what. I was 
infinitely shocked, for it seemed.to me that 
| these thousands lacked all reverence for 
' this, the holiest place on earth to a believ- 
ing Christian. I had hoped, burying myself 
in reflection upon the wondrous nativity, 
‘to pass the night in prayer and meditation. 
I hardly dared to do more thar peer at the 
Place in which the Virgin had borne the 
world’s Redeemer~but~-these people, this 
mob, appeared to lack all sense and senti- 
ment; I wondered how much they under- 
stood, how deeply they reverenced the Sa- 
vior. I was g'ad when the night was past; 
1 would have made my escape at once had 
it been possbile to pass through that curi- 
ous, pushing, jostling crowd. I determined. 
never to come to Bethlehem when it was 
being so polluted. 

The next year (1887) I again passed Christ- 
mas Eve in Palestine, but it was in the 
convent near Jerusalem, and there was 
deep sentiment and holy reverence. Never 
can I forget the sermon preached in the 
chapel by a truly devout priest of Him 
whom he glorificd. What an inspiration in 
tne very svil on which the preacher tool! 
What other subject could he choose but that 
of the Christ? How his voice touched every 
neart as with extended finger he said: ‘‘A 
stone’s throw from here He was buried. A 
little further on He was crucified. Through 
that city He walked to his death. Just 
over the hills He was taken prisoner after 
His agony in the garden, and in that direc- 
tion (pointing toward Bethlehem) He first 
Saw the light.”’ 

Ir: the Virgin’s Steps. 

The holy pleasure of visiting Bethlehem 
under proper condition I enjoyed a_ short 
time after my first unpleasant experience. I 
followed the path which leads from Naza- 
reth to that town to which Mary and Jo- 
seph had come at that critical time in their 
career. It is a walk of three days from one 
town to the other, but it is worth far 
more than the fatigue which must be en- 
dured to feel that one is walking in the 
footsteps of the Virgin. 

Bethleen or Bethlehem is also known by 
the Hebrew name of Euthrata. These words 
mean the “house of bread’ and ‘‘the land” 
or “country.” It was indeed to be a ‘“‘house 
of bread’ in a great and spiritual sense 
after the birth of the Savicr there. The

first, for they call it 
‘“‘house of meat.’’ The town itself dates 
from most remote antiquity. Moses speaks 


of it in the twenty-fifth chapter of Genesis i 


in connection with the birth of Benjamin, 
which took place, he tells us, when his 
parents had but a little way to come 
through Ethrath (which is the same as 
Bethlehem), Rachel dying immediately af- 
terwards. 

When Palestine was conquered by Joshua, 
Bethlehem like Jerusalem was inhabited by 
the idolatrous Canaanites and in the divis- 
fon of the conquered districts it fell to the 
lot of the tribes of Juda 

The situation of Bethlehem is indeed most 
beautiful. Built on the crest of the moun- 
tains of Judea, about two jeagues to the 
south of Jerusalem, its form is that of a 
cresent, one end of which is marked by the 
Wells of David, the other by the Grottus 
of the Nativity. Between the two horns 
of the crescent stretches a fertile Valley, 
tne Wady-el-Karoubeh. The descent of this 
valley is very steep and resembles a circus 
with low parallel walls, which keep the 


earth from sliding down, and have the form | 


of tier on tier of seats. This valley presents 
a charming appearance clothed as it is with 
an abundant vegetation ‘in which vines, 
fig, olive and almond trees abound. 

The view from the top of the ascent ts 
bounded on the north by the hill of Mar- 
Elias and on the west by the mountains of 
the Desert, where St. John dwelt: on the 
east Beit-Sahour rises from the little hill 
where Ruth gleaned the ears of grain in 
the fields of Boaz, while beyond can be 
seen the several stony hills, called the 
Wilderness. Still further to the east the 


rocks of Mount Moab stretch along liKe a 


wall, the base of which is bathed by the 
waters of the Dead Sea. On the south 
Mount Herodion forms a regular cone, on 
the summit of which a few ruins indicate 
tne site of the castle of Herod. It was here 
that the tetrarch was interred and later the 
Crusaders raised defensive works: hence 
its more modern appellation of the Hill of 
the Franks. 
Spot Where Christ Was Born. 

The Grottos of the nativity are a series 
of natural caves, extending for a considera- 
ble distarce in the mouniains, forming 
chambers connected with each other. As 
amatter of fact, shepherds watching their 
flocks. from the hiils ‘avail themselves of 
these shelters in the cold or bad weather, 
and it was in them that Mary and Joseph. 
finding no place in the caravansary, decided 
to take refuge. 

The particular place indicated by tradi- 
tion as the exact birthplace of the Christ, 
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is situated in the lower part of one of these 
caves reached by two slopes now converted 
into flights of stone steps. 

Between the two sets of steps is a slight 
depression which tradition indicates as the 
spot to which Mary retired when the di- 
vine child was born. It was only after the 
birth that she carried him a few paces to 
& more commodious place, more sheltered 
from the eold, where it was possible to 
give the cave something of the semblance 
of a room. 

There, says the legend, were some anl- 
mals, an ox and an ass. However that may 
be, Mary found something there to serve 
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undergarments, yellow, indicated their pro- 
fession. 


The Star of Bethlehem. 

What was the star referred to in the sa- 
cred record? There is absolutely no positive 
evidence on this point. Some think it was a 
coret or some other similar body; others 
are of the opinion that it was a meteor, re- 
sembling more or less a shooting star, 
which trailed slowly aiong at a little dis- 
tance from the ground, so as actually to 
guide the steps of the Magi. The gospel 


' seemed to sanction the latter interpretation 
| when it says: The star ‘‘came and stood 


over where the young child was.” A star, 
properly so-called, would not have indicated 
the spot with such precision. Nevertheless, 
it is clear that the significance of the sign 
was revealed in some way to the Magl. 

Had the. travelers exchanged ideas pre- 
vious to their arrival? It is very probable 
that they had. No doubt their caravans, 
though they started from different points, 
met beyond the Jordan on the side of the 
mountains of Maob, whence they entered 
the promised land, still preceded by the 
star. 

The word ‘Shouse’ used by the evangelists 
to indicate the place where the Magi found

agrecd, mamely, that the festival in com- 
memoration of the birth of Christ ought to 
be the most magnificent of the year. In 
some cases it was kept for days, and the 
meaning of the festival was forgotten long 
before the revelers returned to their homes 
again. 

It is interesting to oLserve that the cus- 
tom of giving presents at Christmas time, 
which has survived to thisday, was begun 
in the first days of the Christmas feast. 
So was the custom that is hnown as carol 
singing. The songs of today are based 
on the event that makes Christmas Day a 
time of rejoicing, but at that time they 
were not over particular as to the subject 
chosen by the singers. , In fact, it would 
be difficult to find in some of them an ex- 
cuse for the singing of such ditties at a 
religious festival. : 

It is a.striking feature of this Christmas 
celebration that from jts earliest recorded 
history there is no sentiment in connection 
with it but those of kindliness and good 
feeling. However much the old style of 
celebrating Christmas might be objection- 
able to the nineteenth century critic of 
orthodex tendencies who frowns at the 
frivolity of some of the customs, it was al- 
Ways a time for the better side of human 
nature to be exhibited, and for people to 
take gifts to each other in a spirit of peace 
and good will. This kindly spirit has been 
maintained until all over the world today 
it is seen in the merry-making, the hap- 
piness conveyed by that glorious institu- 
tion, Santa Klaus, the steaming hot din- 
ners presented to the poor, the frolic and 
the funmaking in almost every home, and 
the gathering together for the yearly re-

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new-born chiid. This crib, or manger, as 
it is generally called, is now preserved in 
the church of Santa-Maria-Naggiore at 
tome, where it is visited and venerated 
by numerous pilgrims. 

Loca‘ion Preserved by Temples. 

The place rendered sacred by the birth 
of the Savior, naturally, has been a goal of 
pilgrimage to many thousands besides my- 
seif. The early Curistians flocked to it in 
crowds. After the revolt of the Jews un- 
der Bar-Cochba the Emperor Hadrian had 
a temple to Jupiter erected on the Mount of 
Olives, on the very scene of the ascension; 
a temple to Venus on Golgotha; and one to 
Adonis above the Grottos of Bethlehem. 
These three'tempies remained standing for 
180 years, thus providentially attesting the 
éites of these venerated sanctuaries until 
the time when St. Helena, mother of the 
Emperor Constantine, replaced them with 
basilicas in honor of Jesus Christ. 

The Basilica of Bethlehem is still stand- 
ing, and with the exception of the facade, 
which is hidden by massive buildings, 
is almost intact. 

The interior consists of five naves, di- 
vided by rows of columns witn Corinthian 
capitals which were probably taken from 
the ruins of the temple of Jerusalem, 
doubtless the source of much of the mate- 
rial used in the basilicas of St. Helena, 
which were erected in a very Short space 
of time. 

Presence of Shepherds Explained. 

Many have wondered ‘how it Was poss}- 
ble for the shepherds to be watching in 
the open air at the time when Christ was 
born. ‘Ithe place where the shepherds were 
when the angels appeared to them is sup- 
posed to have been what is now called 
Beit-Sahouwr, a word signifling “the house 
of the gsinepherds.”’ it is surprising at 
first sight that shepherds should be watch- 
ing their flocks in open air at the time of 
the year set for the nativity, for the cold 
must have been intense. It was, no doubt, 
to the end of December that the account 
of holy writ refers, but the pastures were 
not vast grazing grounds where the sheep 
were gathet ed together in thousands from 
every direction, but mere local fields Where 
each shepherd tended this own little group 
of animals, and there is nothing in this 
to surprise anyone familiar with the cus- 
toms of the east. 

After the December rains are over the 
grass begins to grow again and the flowers 
reappear. The severity of the winters va- 
ries very much, and some especiaily fine 
days cecur, even in the very heart of the 
cold season, when the Shepherds of Beth- 
lehem would go down jnto the plain with 
their flocks, as the Arabs do now in good 
season. 

The gospels tell us that when the shep- 
herds were surprised by the angels they 
were “abiding in the fields, Keeping watch 
over their flocks by night.’’ The night was 
always divided into three so-called watehes, 
The shepherds changed guards every three 
hours during the short nights of the sum- 
mer andevery four hours during the longer 
nights of the winter. In the latter case 
the first watch ended at 10 and the second 
at 2 o’clock, while the third lasted till 
daybreak. The shepherds on guard gath- 
ered around the campfire while waiting 
their turn to rest, and it must have been 
to those thus waiting that the angels ap- 
peared. They no doubt wakened their com- 
rades to tell them the wonderful news, 
and afterwards all went together to Beth- 
lehem, where they found and worshiped 
the Holy Child. 

The other personages mentioned in scrip- 
ture in connection with the birth of Jesus 
are the Magi. Magi or soothsayers are men- 
tioned in the Book of Danie] as being in 
the service of King Nebuchadnezzar. They 
studied astronomy and interpreted dreams. 
Those referred to in the gospels seem to 
have been not only wise men, but kings, or 
Sheiks of Chaldea, and its neighborhood. 
They, too, engaged in the study of the 
heavenly bodies and perhaps also worship- 
ed them, a fact which explains the imme- 
diate attention accorded to a sign appear- 
ing in the heavens at the moment of the 
birth of the Messiah. The color of their

itors from the east, Joseph and Mary had 
left the eave of the nativity for a more 
comfortable dwelling. 

It is impossible to convey the ideas 
aroused in the breast of the devout Chris- 
tian by the sight of Bethlehem and _ its 
Sanctified spots any befter or more clearly 


than in the pictures in which I have tried | 


to express my interpretation of those stir- 
ring scenes ag they milust have taken 
place. 

If by my pictures and books I have been 
able to bring the Christ nearer to the minds 
and hearts of Christians of al] lands, I am 
more than repaid for all my labor.

ANCIENT INSTITUTION 
OF CHRISTIANS 

It is a generally accepted belief that on 
the date that we call Christmas Day Christ 
born. questioned by some 
chroniclers, but the doubt does little harm. 
Iivery one is satisfied to take this date as 
that of the nativity of Christ, and it mat- 
ters little whether it is jistorically correct 
or not; ore day in the year, it is believed 
by all good Christians, should be sect apart 
for the celebration of the birth of Jesus 
Of Nazareth, and the 25th of December is’ 
as g00d a day 125 any on the calendar. 

It is necessary to go back to the Roman 
era to find the first record in reference to a 
festival on the date Known to us as Christ- 
mas Day, so tnat it need not be cause for 
surprise if through all the past ages the 
record of the exact day on which Christ 
was born should have become lost. History 
tells us that the first feast to be celebrated 
on the 25th of December was established 
by Commodus, emperor of torne, who 
flourished about 185 years after the birth of 
Christ. 

After that there are many references to 
the meeting of the new sect called the 
Christians, who gathred on this day to cel- 
ebrate the birth of the god-man. Jt is not 
until a century after the time of Commo- 
dus that we find a particular reference to 
the persecution that the Christians under- 
went at the hands of the pagan emperors 
having culminated in a grand Christmas 
Day massacre. 

Diocletian was the Roman who decided to 
celebrcte the date by killing off a few 
Christians. He did so with a vengeance. 
The most horrible deed perpetrated during 
Lhe festivals was on Christmas Day, when 
the assembled Christians eathered in their 
place of meeting were set upon and s!augh- 
tered, While the Romans looked on in great 
glee at the sight of anti-pagan people be- 
ing put to deatun for their religion's sake. 

When Rome was no longer a pagun slate, 
the feast began to be celebrated in the 
Christian style, although some of the songs 
that were sung and some of the rites of the 
festival wouid greatly shock the strictly 
orthcdox churchgoer of the present day. 
At that time there were no excursion trains 
to carry those who wished to take part in 
a public celebration from point to point, 
and the electric telegraph had not been 
thought of. Consequently those who cele- 
brated the birth of Christ in early days did 
S0 in widely separated countries, sometimes 
at widely senarated periods of time, and 
according to no set programme. It was 
every community for itself, and no one to 
criticise the others for not being careful 
about the date or acting strictly in accord- 
ance with estaLlished rules regarding forms 
and ceremonies. 

As a matter of fact, the ancient celebra- 
tion of Carist’s nativity was left to the 
discretion of the different bodies, and as 
every community had divergent interests, 
the time was arranged to suit the exigen- 
cles of the case. If Christmas Day happen- 
ed to come upon a time when there was too 
much work to be done to permit of a holi- 
day, then it would be postponed until a 
more suitable season. Owing to this indif- 
ference to precedents the exact date when 
the birth of Christ ought to be kept was 
hopelessly lost.

Napoleon Bonaparte, who saw something 
of life during his meteoric career, once said 
that his kingdom, great as it was, could 
not be compared with the kingdom of 
Christ, which had grown in spite of the 
fiercest opposition, while thrones set up by 
the might of man had crumbled to dust. 
The secret of the strength of the Christian 
empire, the despot saw plainly, was that 
loved ruled stronger than fear.

neath the weight of good things. The ‘“‘re- 
pent or be damned”’ idea is sidetracked for 
@ time, and in its place is we good old 
practical religion that is based on the prin- 
ciple “love your neighbor as thyself,” and 
is much more acceptable to the other half 
whose lives are seen. 

To make an outcast feel thankful that 
Christ was born on Christmas day, it !s 
necessary to do something mure than tell 
him so. This is a practical eru. Take the 
outcast from the streets And feed thim, and 
present him with clcthes for his rags; take 
light and cheer to the woman who broods 
in a dark and unwholesome den over her 
Starving flock of little ones; go like a ray 
of’sunshine with physical comforts to the 
place where midnight blackness is never 
enetrated by a ray of light the vear round; 
then tell the man who is. no longer hungry, 
the woman from whom brooding care has 
been chased away for a time, that the help 
ls accorded because Christ was born on the 
day when Christmas is celebrated, and the 
association will have some meaning to the 
one who hears the story. 

If the truth must be told, however, there 
are a large percentage of people in Chris- 
tendom who will celebrate the day with 
the greatest fervor, and in a way not al- 
together commendable in some instances, 
but will give no thought at all to the 
origin of the festivity. Lt is a holiday in 
Which every one goes in for as much en- 
joyment as means wil] permit: when the 
meanest home on the borderline between 
comfort and abject poverty will have some 
sort of jollification and the sentiment that 
Is in the aid and in the mottoes on the 
Christmas trees and sung of in the churches, 
“A Happy Christmas to All,’”’ will suggest 
nothing but the fact that the time is one 
for merrymaking. Where there is light and 
warmth and plenty to eat, the celebration 
will be kept up with as 1uch light- 
heartedness as though the family were ful- 
ly conversant with the religious meaning of 
the festivity, and were throwing their 
whole hearts into the occasion for the 
sake of the pious thankfulness that is sup- 
posed to prompt the happiness of the Chris- 
tian at Christmas time, 

The sermons that will be heard at Christ- 
mas will be fuil of expressions of thankful- 
ness this year, for the country over which 
Wave the stars and stripes is in the hey- 
dey of prosperity, and its people have some 
solid cause to be happy. Turn back the 
wheels of time and trace the history of the 
and it will be seen how great aré 
the causes for the one who celebrates 
Christmas in-1898 to be joyful that he lives 
in this happy age. Christmas celebrations 
In the past were not always presided over 
by Santa Claus in the houses where chil- 
dren are the most important factor, or by 
the spirit of jovial good fellowship where 
older people gather to make merry. 

There have been too many times in the 
history of the Christian religion where the 
festivity of the birth of Christ was cele- 
brated in caves of the earth, far from the 
eyes of pagan men, with a sentinel posted 
outside to give notice of the approach of a 
foe; when the Christians met in secret, 
knowing well that if discovered their lives 
would be forfeited; when the secret gath- 
erings were occasionally broken up by the 
descent of infidel soldiers, and the celebra- 
tion of the birth of Christ ended in the 
whole assemblage being put to the sword 
and their bodies left to be consumed by the 
fiames after the soldiers had fired the 
meeting place.

Around the Fire on a Winter Night 


Discussing Matters. 


PASSING AWAY OF A CHURCH 


Among the People of the Olden Times 
and Seeing the Things of Old— 
Some Reminiscence. 


For The Constitution. 

Who can say but what the long winter 
nights are a gift of a kind Providence, that 
old folks may linger around the blazing 
fires and live over again the years that are 
gone forever, 

Brown had crawled off to bad as he al- 
Ways crawls, and all the children had been 
tucked away to dream of Christmas, leav- 
ing two good old women sitting by a blaz- 
ing fire knitting away and musing to them- 
selves as I drew up a table between them 
and opened the mail that had come in the 
evening. Perhaps these two good wives 
mine and KBrown’s—would have set there 
watching the fire and knitting away for 
hours without ever a word, but for the 
happy reception of a smart little paper 
from the town of Concord. Some good 
friend had mailed me the paper and marked 
with blue pencil a notice of the sale of old 
Hebron church, near that. place. The 
thoughtless may think that there was not 
much in such a notice as this, and there 
might not be to them, but to us there was 
much, -for it stirred up the fountains of 
memory and we lived over again the years 
that have long been passed. The ladies 
stopped their knitting, chunked up the fire 
and Brown crawled out of bed, slipped on 
his pants and was as eager as the rest to 
hear the news from Concord. 

Some may not know that Concord is a 
bright little town in the county of Pike, 
and that it was very near that place where 
we first saw the light—all of us. It has been 
many years since I saw it, but I expect the 
house still stands, occupied by Mr. Jack 
Lee, where I was born, and Brown and our 
wives were born and raised only a few 
miles away—up the river. But in our time 
there was no town of Concord, nor there 
was no bright newspaper to scatter sun- 
shine around the (hearths of those who 
moved away. Fifty years ago a single 
house stood there as a postoffice, a store, 
a doggery and the place for collecting the 
first toll upon a plank road, which ran to 
Griffin. This plank road was a wonder in 
those days and a large’ gate stretched 
across it here and there was another every 
five miles between here and Griffin. I ex- 
pect that this road was the first graded 
‘road in Georgia and the country along it 
demonstrates the importance of g00d roads 
as a factor of prosperity to the people. So 
much of the place as we used to know it, 
but we knew the people for miles around, 
we knew the old church of Hebron and it 
sounded like sacrilege to read of its being 
sold for $24. It had served its time, a rail- 
road has come, Concord has been butlded 
and the dead of many years js all that js 
left to mark the spot. Many, rnany people 
who have moved away to Texas and Ar- 
Kansas and Alabama will regret the passing 
away of this old church and will drop a 
tear in memory of the graves that yet re- 
main. 

Another item mentioned the sale of 
the old Jesse Lawrence — place. This 
brought up memories of a different trend, 
and all our crowd was smiling over the 
pleasures of Christmas games, for it was 
here, perhaps, more than any other place, 
that could have been named, that the 
young people so liked to gather and sing the 
songs and play the games that made the 
old times so endghanting. Brown uncon- 
sciously patted his foot and drew his fiddle 
bow while our good old wives smiled the 
smile of joy and even twitted me for not 
getting ready the straws, just as if Brown 
was playing sure enough. So we dreamed 
away the time till.every line in the paper

155. Shope v. The State. Before Judge 
Henry. Chattooga superior court. 
Lumpkin, P. J.—l. A forgery of any writ- 

ing which can be used to defraud another, 
and which is not made the subject matter 
of a presecution for forgery elséwhere than 
in section 243 of the Penal Code, is indicta- 
ble under that section; and the indictment 
need not on its face show in what manner 
or by what means it was intended to con- 
summate the fraud. 

z. One who has been bound over to a su- 
perior court for trial cannot, after an in- 
dictment has been returned against him, 
attack the same on the ground that grand 
jurors who acted thereon were disquaiified 
by relationship to persons interested in the 
prosecution. 

3. Disqualification of a judge on account 
of his relationship to such persons may be 
waived, and it is not essential that the 
Waiver be made expressly or in writing. 

4. The evidence in this case warranted the 
verdict,-and the record discloses no suffi- 
cient reason for setting it aside.

When William I, after the battle of punets 
ings, began to parcel out the conquered — 
among his Norman followers, one of the 
sturdy Saxon chiefs, not possessing the 
requisite number of horses, mounted his 
men on bulls, and, with this improvised 
eavalry, successfully held his own, and 
when William desired to see him he and 
seven of his sons appeared on similar 
mounts.

MANSION UNFIT FOR 
ENTERT@GINMENTS 
It would seem that the pride of the state 
would demand at once that the executive 
the home of the governor of 
Georgia, be not only habitable and ade- 
quate to accommodate a medium-sized 
family, but that it be made Suitable for 
state entertaining, a great deal of which 
the gOvernor and his wife are expected to 


do. 

The present executive mansion is not 
comfortable, is not adequate for the ac- 
commodation of the present ‘governor’s 
family, has no proper capacity or arrange- 
ment for large entertainment and is badly 
In need of repair and improvement. There 
will probably ‘be those people reading 
these facts who will declare that if the 
mansion was good enough for the preced- 
ing governors it ought to do for the pres- 
ent incumbent, but as such people would 
probably be found to have contributed in 
no way to the support of the state, local 
or any other property, their observations 
will amount to nothing. 

The executive mansion should be im- 
proved, and@ at once, and some provision 
made to warrant its being opened on state 
occasions for the proper reception of the 
public. 

As it now i{s there is no mode of exit for 
crowds who, entering the hallway, are 
pushed into drawing rooms on either side 
and too near the front door. Crowds going 
in these rooms have no way of exit save6 
through the door in which they came. Here 
they would be prevented from going out 
by the crowd surging in. This being the 
case in the two drawing rooms, the front 
door being opene@ and the crowd | still 
pouring in as in the case of last Thursday 
afternoon, there is nothing to expect but 
a compact mass of people on the entire 
lower. floor, those in the drawing rooms 
unable to move, much less get out. In 
such a crowd it was not surprising that 
women and children fainted Thursday. 

In one instance it was impossible to 
carry the prostrated woman out of the 
room, the crowd was so dense and im- 
movable, and she was lifted out of the 
window and laid on the ground in view 
of the multitude trying to press. their 
Way in. 

Again, in case there should be a smaller 
public entertainment where refreshments 
would be served, the present dining room 
comfortably holds about thirty people and 
could scarcely afford the governor’s staff 
standing room shouid they be invited to 
his dining room. The room opposite gen- 
erally used as the governor's private sit- 
ting room is a contracted apartment not 
big enough for a bookcase, a desk an@ a 
few’ comfortable chairs. Back of this is a 
badly lighted. room, frequently used as a 
bedroom, since there are only four of 
these upstairs. Of cours, no comments 
need be made as to the interior decoration 
of the house, general furnishings, etc., as 
there really is none worth commenting on. 

One could forgive the lack of artistic 
effect if there was only some provision 
made for the protection of the lives of 
those who, not knowing the dangers of a 
reception at the mansion, enter there to 
meet distinguished people of the nation 
when they expect, very properly, entertain- 
ment. 

Either the executive mansion. will have 
to be improved or the governor of Georgia 
will have to be excused from entertaining, 
or pushed to the provincial extremity of 
“renting a town hall’’ in which to enter- 
‘tain distinguishe@ visitors.

under which the islands are acquired. 
He perceives that the treaty itself is a 
matter above party and involves inter- 
ests for which the whole country has 
contended—the evacuation of Cuba and 
Porto Rico and the destruction of Span- 
ish sovereignty in the Philippines, both 
of which are just as important and just 
as necessary as peace itself. Indeed, 
they are the conditons of peace, and 
while individuals may oppose particular 
parts of the treaty, it would be unpa- 
triotic and foolish for the democrats, 
as a party, to oppose ratification. 

The ratification of the treaty leaves 
the whole Philippine question an open 
one, to be defined and formulated here- 
after. (By the treaty we acquire the 
Philippines, but this acquisition does not 
mean annexation; it does not even 
mean permanent control of the islands; 
all such questions are in the hands of 
the people and are to be settled by them, 
through their congress, in such manner 
as May seem just and proper. 

What the treaty accomplishes is the 
freedom of the Filipinos from Spanish 
tyranny, and this is justly a most im- 
portant matter. They have been as un- 
justly treated as the Cubans; their suf- 
ferings have been just as great. Circuns- 
stances have compelled them to engage 
in a struggle for independence, and the 
very fact that they have been so far in- 
spired by a desire for liberty as to free- 
ly suffer in that sacred cause is suffi- 
cient to show that the time will come, 
when, with the aid and sympathy of 
those who are more than a century old 
in freedom, they will be able to stand 
alone. 

The question of permanent acquisition 
Or Of annexation is one that has noth- 
ing to do with the treaty. To destroy 
Spanish rule in the islands and then 
leave the inhabitants to the tender 
mercies of other European powers would 
be to repudiate the contract which our 
people have made with the spirit of lib- 
erty. The fortunes of war have thrust 
responsibilities upon us in the Philip- 


pines and these are recognized in that 


part of the treaty which cedes the islands 
to the United States. Under the cir- 
cumstances there was no other step to 
take. 

The treaty, however, does not tie the 
hands ofcongress. The islands, having 
become, by this treaty, the property of 
the United States, the representatives of 
the people in congress may dispose of 
them in any way consistent with the 
honor, dignity and spirit of our institu- 
tions and with the natural rights of the 
inhabitants. In this, as in other mat- 
ters, the democratic party and its lead- 
ers may, as they do, put their trust in 
the people. 

And in this lies the strength and jus- 
tice of My Bryan’s position. He is not 
opposed to the cession of the Philippines 
to the United States, as set forth in 
the treaty, for when the treaty is ratified, 
the whole question, as well as the ques- 
tions that grow out of it, becomes pe- 
culiarly our own to be settled by the 
people as they may see fit. And who 
can doubt that such settlement when 
finally made will be a just one? Cer- 
tainly not those who belong to the dem- 
ocratic party. 

When the treaty is ratified, as it 
should be, then will arise questions of 
expansion and annexation; and when 
they are clearly defined and formulated, 
they will become issues, and they will 
be settled as all other publie questions 
are settled, by a conflict of opinion, by 
the interchange of views and by a thor- 
ough discussion. And when once these 
issues become our own, to be settled by 
the people, it will be found that they 
are not of such vital importance after 
all; that a just and an honorable settle- 
ment one way or another does not 
threaten the stability of our institu- 
tions; that our traditions are not to be 
violated, and that whatever step we 
may take will be in accordance with our 
past history as the people themselves 
. interpret it. 

It will be found, in short, that what- 
ever settlement is made, however new 
or strange it may seem, or however im- 
possible’it may have seemed a decade 
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sift the truth out of the confusion that 
surrounded it. No case was too small 
to demand his attention, nor too in- 
terminable to exhaust his patience. The 
humblest negro in the land was sure to 
have justice dealt out to him. Indeed, 
this remarkable judge never had a ne- 
gro before him but he Seen uel 
old days on the plantattien; and when 
the accused was an old-timer, the lean- 
ing of the court toward the side of mer- 
cy sometimes astonished the stout po- 
liceman in attendance. 

These remarkable qualities and this 
wonderful equipment he will bring to his 
new duties as judge of the city crim- 
inal court, a position to which he has 
been called without his solicitation, and 
almost, it might be said, without his 
knowledge. Jt is an appointment that 
will give the sincerest satisfaction, for 
no man has more or stronger friends 
than Judge Calhoun. No man knows 
better how to deal with the criminal 
classes, or is more thoroughly equipped 
for the duties peculiar to the judge of 
a criminal court. 

He will perform these duties with 
modesty and yet with dignity, with 
promptness and yet with unfailing pa- 
tience; and knowing full well the frailty 
of human nature, he will temper justice 
with mercy whenever and wherever he 
can.

Unjust Criticism. 


The Constitution regrets that certain 
members of the legislature of Alabama 
should have been dissatisfied with their 
reception in Atlanta. 

The Alabama legislature had been in- 
vited into Atlanta by the state of Geor- 
gia, acting through the general assem- 
bly. A committee was appointed by that 
body to tender the invitation and to 
act on behalf of the legislature. In no 
sense did Atlanta have any responsi- 
bility either one way or the other for 
the invitstion or for the reception which 
was given to the gentlemen after they 
reached the city. A jubilee was in prog- 
ress, the president of the United States 
had accepted an invitation to be pres- 
ent, and in a spirit of hospitality the 
Georgia legislature extended an invi- 
tation to its sister legislature of Ala- 
bama to sit with it during the reception 
of the president. 

A body of men composed of such gen- 
tlemen as are sent into legislative coun- 
cils, by Bibb, Chatham, Richmond and 
every other section of the state would 
not intentionally do anything which was 
discourteous, and would not be satisfied 
with anything less than the most ex- 
quisite hospitality. This being the 
case, any criticism made upon the Geor- 
gia legislature must be hasty, end ex- 
planation would remove all misconcep- 
tion.

The young men who make it a point,

About three years ago Mr. McKinley, 
then governor of Ohio, in an oration de- 
liveread at our Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, eloquently said: 

“The time, if not already here, should 
be here now when the north and the south 
only suggest geographical divisions, and 
nothing else. If we ever fight again, and 
I pray God we may never have to, but 
if we ever do, we will fight on the same 
side and we will fight under the same flag, 
and that flag will be the glorious stars 
and stripes; the same our grandfathers 
lifted up; the same our fathers bore. In 
many a battle’s tempest it shed crimson 
rain, and today it means that what God 
hath woven in His loom let no man rend 
in twain.” 

How splendidly this patriotie wish has 
been realized in the gallant exploits of 
our soldiers and sailors who only the other 
day shattered and humbled the fleets and 
armies of a kingdom which once held this 
western hemisphere in its grasp! 


At the magnificent Chicago Peace Jubilee, 
In October last, Mr. Clark Howell, the ed- 
jtor of The Constitution, responded to the 
sentiment: “Our United Country, North 
and South.” His speech was enthusiasti- 
cally received by his distinguished audi- 
ence, and by the press and people of the 
country. The followirg extract ‘has been 
wide:y quoted: 

“In the mountains of my state, in a coun- 
ty remote from the quickening touch of 
commerce and railroads and telegraphs— 
s0 far removed that the sincerity of its 
rugged people flows unpolluted from the 
spring of nature—two vine-covered mounds, 
nestled in the solemn silence of a country 
churchyard, suggest the, text.of my re- 
Sponse to the sentiment to which I am 
to speak tonight—a serious text, Mr. 
Toastmaster, for an occasion like this, and 
yet out of it.there is life an@ peace and 
hope and prosperity, for in the solemn 
sacrifice of the voiceless grave can the 
chiefest lesson of the republic be learned, 
and the destiny of its real mission be un- 
folded. So bear with me while I lead you 
to the rust-stained slab which for a third 
of a century—since Chickamauga—has been 
kissed by the bun as it peeped over the 
Blue Ridge, melting the tears with which 
the mourning night had bedewed the in- 
scription: 


** ‘Here lies a confederate soldier, 
He died for his country.’ 


“The September @ay which brought the 
body of this mountain hero to that home 
among the hills which had smiled upon 
his infancy, been gladdened by hig youth, 
and strengthened by his manhood, was an 
ever-memorable one with the sorrowing 
concourse of friends and neighbors who 
followed his shot-riddled body to the grave. 
An@ of that number no man gainsaid the 
honor of his death, lacked full loyalty, to 
the flag for which he fought, or doubted 
the justice of the cause for which he gave 
his life, 

“Thirty-flve years have passed; another 
war has called its roll of martyrs; again 
the old bell tolls from the tower of the 
settlement church; another great outpour- 
Ing of sympathetic humanity, and this time 
the body of a son, wrapped in the stars 
and stripes, is lowered to its everlasting 
rest beside that of the father who sleeps 
in the stars and bars. 

“There were those there who stood by the 
grave of the confederate hero years before 
and the children of- those were there, and 
of those present no one gainsaid the honor 
Of the death of this hero of E) Caney, 
and none were there but loved, as patriots 
alone can love, the glorious flag that en- 
shrines the people of a common country as 
it enshrouds the form that wil) sleep for- 
ever in its blessed folds. And on this tomb 
will be written: t 
““*Here Hes the son of 

soldier; 

He died for his country.’ 

“And so it is that between the making of 
these two graves human hands and human 
hearts have reached the solution of the 
vexed problem that has baffled human will 
and human thought for three decades. 
Sturdy sons of the south nave said to their 
brothers of the north that the people of 
the south had long Since accepted the 
arbitrament of the sword to which they 
had appealed. And likewise the oft-re- 
peated message has come back from the 
north that peace and good will reigned, 
and that the wounds of civil dissension 
were but sacred memories.”’

Put‘ing Gowns on J udges. — 
From The New York Sun. 

The proposal that the judges of the su- 
preme court of this state shall wear rowns 
while sitting on the bench, seems likely to 
be adopted. If it is, it will be merely ex- 
tending to their less exalted brethren the 
practice of the judges of the appellate 
division and of the court of appeals, who 
have now worn gowns for several years. 
The members of the supreme court of the 
United States at Washington have also, 
for a long time, sat robed, following, in 
this respect, the time-honored usage of the 
judges of the courts of European nations. 

The growing sentiment in this country, 
thus indicated, that officials of the dignity 
of the dispensers of justice ought to be 
clothed with habiliments suited to their 
high position, is not, as some suppose, friv- 
olous and unfounded. It has its origin in 
the nature of things, as the antiquity and 
the wide prevalence of obedience to it 
abundantly prove. One of the oldest books 
of the Bible prescribes, with elaborate de- 
tail, the dress and insignia of the Hebrew 
hierarchy; the crown and the scepter 
have, from time immemorial, been the dis- 
tinguishing marks of royal and princely 
office, military and naval men have worn 
dresses peculiar to their duties; we have 


put our policemen and firemen into uni- 


form, and the practice of doing the same 
with letter carriers, railroad conductors 
and brakemen, janitors, messengers, and, 
in short, with al] kinds of employees in- 
vested with authority, is continually 
spreading. That judges have been exempt, 
as much as they have been hitherto, from 
the operation of this law, is an anomaly 
which it is but natural to correct, 

There is, too, in the subtle workings of 
the human mind, a real influence for good 
in distinguishing by his dress the holder 
of an official position, however humble, 
from the rest of his fellow citizens. He is 
made by it to feel more sensibly his re- 
sponsibility, and they are involuntarily 
compelled to respect his authority. Even 
a policeman in uniform is more circum- 
spect in his behavior, and is obeyed more 
promptly than one in plain clothes, and 
the official robes of a judge on the bench 
remind both him and the public that he 
is not a private citizen, but the _ repre- 
sentative of the judicial power of the 
state. Both his sense of responsibility and

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WILL ASK REPEAL 
OF IMPORTANT LAW 


Ordinanee Committee of Council Heard 
from Physicians Yesterday. 
WILL NOT HAVE TO REGISTER 


Dr. Baird Talked Forcefully Against 
. Registration of Doctors. 


BOARD OF WEALTH WAS REPRESENTED 


Dr. Jones and Dr. Benson Tell Why 
Board Wanted To Enforce Ordi- 
nance on Registration. 


— 


At a meeting of the ordinance and legis- 
lation committee of the city council held 
yesterday afternoon it was decided to rec- 
ommend to council the repeal of the ordi- 
mance which requires all practicing physi- 
cians to register, to report all births and 
deaths and other matters, to which some 


physicians have objected. 

The committee was in session for several 
hours and was thorough in its investigation 
of the disagreement between the physicians 
and the board of health to ascertain just 
what the differences between the two is. 
Chairman Mayson and Councilmen Lum p- 
kin and Adair, of the committee, were 
present. Dr. J. B. Baird, at the request 
ef Chairman Mayson, attended the meet- 
ing, and Dr. Charles F. Benéon, secretary 
of the board of health, and Dr. Louis H. 
Jores represented the board. 

Dr. Jones stated the position of the board. 
He said the board wished to secure certain 
statistics regarding births and deaths and 
the prevalence of certain diseases in the 
city, and in order to do this has undertaken 
the enforcement of the ordinance which 
requires physicians to register and report 
births and deaths and certain infectious 
and contagious diseases. Dr. Jones stated 
that the matter had been under considera- 
tion by the board for several months. It 
was stated that a young woman im th'‘s 
city died of typhoid fever afttr having been 
treated by a “divine healer.” he ‘‘healer’’ 
furnished a death certificate’ upon which 
the board refused to grant a permit, as he 
Was not a practicing physician. 

To prevent another occurrence of thé 
game kind was the cause of the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance requiring physicians 
to register. It was stated further by Dr. 
Jones that if a certain disease was more 
prevalent in one part of the city than in 
other portions the cause of it could be 
found more easily and some steps taken to 
prevent it if physicians would report all 
cases. 

Dr. Baird stated to the committee that 
he was opposed to registration and the re- 
porting of certain contagious and infectious 
disecses, as he thought such matters were 
the professional knowledge of the physi- 
cian and should not be made public. He 
stated further that he was opposed to 
telling any public official his private busi- 
ness. Dr. Baird said that some time ago 
a death certificate which he had issued 
was turned down in the board of health 
office and the officials there had refused 
to give a burial permit on it. Twice; he 
said, this happened and he began an in- 
vestigation end learned that the fact that 
he had not registered militated against 
him. 

Dr. Baird thought that if any reporting 
should be done it should fall to the part 
of the parent or some other person of the 
family and not to the physician. He stated 
that he did not believe statistics which 
might be wktained by the method pre- 
e<ribed by the board of health would 
be of any service, and while he did not 
object to reporting some infectious and 
contagious diseases, he did object to re- 
porting all that came within his knowledge 
as a practicing physician and would suffer 
any penalty before he would do so. 

Many questions were asked the physi- 
cians by the members of the committee. 
Dr. Baird was earnest in his opposition 
to the ordinance as it stands and was de- 
nunciatory in his talk before the commit- 
tee of such legislation. He said that he 
thought sick peopie had as much right 
as well peope. He said it would be a 
hardship to require persons afflicted with 
consumption and other diseases to remain 
in certain localities and to be constantly 
under police surveillance with no privilege 
to move without a permit from the board. 
He was informed that this law or a similar 
law was enforced in other cities. 

“It’s an outrage,”’ said Dr. Baird. 

After the committee considered the mat- 
ter it decided to report to the city council 
a recommendation to repeal the following 
ordinance: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, ‘bhat it 
shall be the duty of every clergyman,masis- 
trate of other persor who shall perform 
any marriage ceremony within the city 
of Atlanta tu report each makriage cere- 
mony solemnized by him to the board of 
health within forty-eight hours thereafter, 
giving the full name, age, color, occupa- 
tion, birthplace (state and county), and 
legal residence of each person married, 
and the date of such marriage. 

“Be it further ordained, That any physi- 
cian, accoucheur, midwife or other person 
in charge, who shall] attend, assist, or a2da- 
yise at the birth of any child within the 
city of Atlanta, shall report to the board 
of health office within six days thereafter, 
stating distinctly the date of birth, sex 
and color of child or children born, its 
or their physical condition, whether still- 
born or not, the full name, nativity and 
residence of the parents, and the maiden 
name of the mother of such child or chil- 


dren. 
“Be it further ordained,’ That it shal] be 


the duty of every physician, accoucheur, 
and midwife practicing medicine or doing 
business within the city of Atlanta to 
register his or her name in a book to be 
provided for such purpose at the office 
of the board of health of said city, giving 
full name, residence and place of business; 
and in case of removal from one place to 
another in said city, to make change in 
said register accordingly.’’ 

The other ordinance, which requires phy- 
sicians to report certain diseases to the 
board so that proper precautions may be 
taken to prevent them from spreading will 
remain. Dr. Baird said that he was op- 
posed to reporting typhoid fever, but the 
representatives of the board insisted that 
it should remain in the list of diseases 
mentioned in the ordinance. 

If the recommendation of the committee 
is adopted by the council and one of the 
ordinances is repealed, the remaining one 
stands as follows: 

“It shalk likewise be the duty of the 
attending physician ‘to give ‘immediate 
notice to the board of health of any con- 


Diamonds, 
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tagious or infectious disease of any char- 
acter,’ such as smallpox, cholera, diphthe- 
ria, membranous croup, measles, typhoid 
fever, typhus fever, scarlet fever, yellow 
fever, and such other diseases as may be 
declared, by said board of heaith, to be 
contagious or infectious, which may come 
under the professionali care of such physt- 
cian; and it shall also be the duty of at- 
tending physician to report to the board 
of health office when such patients are 
free from such contagien and house ready 
for disinfecting and fumigating; and any 
physician who shail fail or neglect to re- 
port as aforesaid, any such cases of dis- 
eases that come undcr his professional 
care, as aforesaid, shall be punished, on 
conviction thereof in the recorder’s court, 
by -fine not to exceed $100 and cost, or im- 
prisonment not to exceed thirty days, either 
Gr both in the discretion of the court. 

“Be it further ordained, That no family 
shall move away from any dwelling place 
while a warning card is displayed thereon 
without permission from the board of 
health, and that any person violating the 
Provisions of this ordinance shail, upon 
conviction, be fined not more than $109 and 
C0sis; or be imprisoned not exceeding thirty 
days, either or both in the discretion of 
the court.”’ 


CHURCH PACTIONS HARMONIZE? 


Is Said That Differences at Third Bap- 
tist Have Been Settled. 


CONCESSIONS BY BOTH SIDES 


Understood That Name of Church Will 
Be Changed ani Another 
One Built. 


It is understcod on good authority that 
the two factions of the Third Baptist 
chureh, on Jones avenue, have at last 
reached a mutual understanding regarding 
the disposition or that church. 

The statement is made unofftcially that 
those constituting What is known as the 
“minority’’ will continue to vecupy the 
Fresent church, but that. the name will be 
changed to Jones Avenue Baptist church. 

The new church that is to pe erected at 
the corner of West Harris and Luckie 
stects will be known as the Third Baptist 
and its congregation will consist of that 
part of the old congregation now known as 
the ‘‘majority."’ 

Whether or not a separate pastor will be 
engaged tor each church is not known, but 
it is thought that such will be the case. 
The minority is stronziy opposed to ihe 
idea of disposing of the original property 
on Jones avenue, and have etered a num- 
ber of :.rguments to defend their actions. 
Toney have contended that they were not 
(pposeid to the idea-of having a church on 
Luckie street, and were even Wil-ing to 
contribute to its support, but they cesired 
that the old Third Laptist be kept up at 
the same time. 

Many of the members living near the 
present church have signified their inten- 
tions of building another house of worship 
if the Third Baptist was sold, They de- 
clared that the new ehurch, as preposed by 
the majority, would be out of the way for 


those members living on the west side of 
the railruad and they wished a church that 
was nearer and more conventent of access. 

On the other hand, the majority has con- 
tended that to move the church to the lot 
owned on the corner of West Harris and 
Luckie streets was to broaden the field and 
work of the church. 

The rumor that has become current is to 
the effect that a compromise-has at last 
Leen effected and that all parties con- 
cerned? are more than pleased with the 
hew plans. 

The minority, it is understood, will lose 
nothing but the name of the church, and 
that a new organization of the old one will 
be effected within a short time, which will 
hereafter be known as the Jones Avenue 
Baptist church. 

The more conservative of the members of 
both factions have contended that this was 
the simplest way out of the difficulty, and 
it is understood that for the sake of har- 
pene concessions have been made on both 
sides. 

Some of the members of the church are 
very enthusiastic over the proposed plans 
and hope to see them perfected at an 
early date. It appears that the minor de- 
tails of the new arrangements have not 
as yet been discussed, but it is expected 
that everything will be in shape for @is- 
cussion in a short time. 

The prime movers have gone about the 
matter with some secrecy and the definite 
arrangements will not be made public for 
some time. 


GO ON OWN RECOGNIZANCE. 


A. ©. Briscoe and L. W. Arnold Are 
Not Require. To Give Bond or 


Gc to Jail. 

The trial of the bail trover proceedings 
recently instituted against A, C. Briscoe 
and L. W. Arnold, of the Southern Shuort- 
hand and Business university, by B. F. 


' Moore took place before Judge Reid yes- 


terday morning. 

Professor Moore brought his action to re- 
cover a certain amount of school furniture 
and equipment which he claims are in the 
possession of Briscoe and Arnold, and for 
a certain amount of unpaid salary which 
h3 alleges is due him 

The hearing yesterday was for the pur- 
pose of making Briscoe and Arnold rive a 
$300 bond or-go to jail. After the evidence 
was heard and short arguments made by 
counsel, Judge Reid decided that he would 
not require the bond from the defendants, 
as they swore from the stand they were 
insolvent and unable to give bond. 

Mr. Briscoe said that the Southern Short- 
hand and Business university was insol- 
vent. He said the assets amounted to about 
$350, and the liabilties were about $3,500. He 
said that every effort was being made to 
pay up the debts of the concern, and by 
hard work they expected to do so. 

On cross-examination Mr. Briscoe was 
asked to enumerate the expenses and re- 
ceipts of the school. Accorfing to the cal- 
culations of the attorneys based on the 
Statements of Mr. Briscoe, it was shown 
that the school netted about $500 a month. 
Mr. Arnold swore substantially what Mr. 
Briscoe stated from the stand. 

The defendants said they had not tried 
to get any one to go on their bond, as they 
knew no one who would. In the argument 
Judge Pendleton, representing the defend- 
ants, said that the showing made to the 
effect that the school netted about $500 was 
very fine sarcasm. Judge Reid said he did 
not believe the defendants could make the 
bond of $300, and he would allow them to 
go on their own recognizance. 

Briscoe and Arnold claim that they do 
not owe Moore anything. They say ‘they 
made a contract with Moore and bought 
his business college from him. The contract 
between the parties was that Moore should 
teach for Briscoe and Arnold for two years, 
but they say he failed to do so, thereby 
breaking the contract. In regard to the 
salary which they owed Moore, Briscoee 
and Arnold say that a former teacher em- 
ployed by Moore garnisheed them, and they 
paid the teacher. They claim that Moore 
broke his contract with them, and they 
were not liable for the balance of the pur- 
chase money.

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LARGEST STATION 
IN THE WORLD 


Beston Has It and It Cost the Railroad 
$6,000,000 


MANY ODIFFICULTIES MET 


Other Expenditures Carried the Ex- 
per dituss Up to $10,000,000. 


TRACKS HAD TO BE ELEVATED TO GET IN 


The Termina! Was Built To Accom- 
modate 2,000 Trains a Day—700 
Will Use It fcr the Present. 


& 


Boston has the largest and most ex- 
pensive union passenger station in the 
world. This great structure, which will 
be opened for traffic today or tomorrow. 
cost $6,000,000, and other improvements 
made by the roads in and around Boston 
within the last two or three years have 
cost $10,000,000. 

For many years Philadelphia boasted 
the finest railway passenger station in 
America. A year or two ago a new station 
wes opened in St. Louis, and it was 
larger and finer than the Pennsylvania's 
station in Philadelphia. 

Now Boston has bullt a station which far 
surpassed the St. Louis terminal. Boston 
calls it the South Uuion Station, 

The buildings cover thirteen acres and 
fifteen miles of track are under cover. The 
yards embrace twenty-two acres. 

Although the present service amounts to 
700 trains a day, the new station was built 
to accommodate 2,000 a’day. The railways 
built for the future. In the construction of 
the power plant for electricity and steam, 
the terminal company has spent more 
meney than is,required to give Atlanta a 
magnificent new union passenger station. 
One thing which made Boston’s new sta- 
tion so expensive was the condemnation of 
land occupied by business houses in a good 
part of the city. Then miles of tracks were 
elevated and miles more were depressed. 

An immense amount of excavating had to 
be done before the station could be erect- 
ed. A study of the ground plans shows 
thirty-two head end tracks in the station, 
and there are twenty-two more tracks at 
the lower end of the station for parking 
cars under cover. 

A building covering thirteen acres is 
enormous. The main entrance is at the 
corner of Atlantic avenue and Summer 
street, four blocks from the old station 
of the New York, New Haven and Hart. 
ford, 

The tracks in the new station are to be 
equipped with the third rail, so that the 
suburban trains can be operated by elec- 
tricity. 

Many difficult engineering problems were 
presented and overcome. Four streets 
had to be closed before the the station 
could be built, because it was out of the 
question to have streets running/“through 
the station. In elevating the tracks a 
number of bridges had to be built. These 
ere all of steel, resting on granite founda- 
lions and piers. Great retaining walls were 
necessary and the tide had to be shut out 
of the excavated parts, 

Work was begun on the new building 
January 12, 1897, and in a little less than 
two years it has been completed far 
enough for occupancy. There is still a 
vast amount of work to be done, but the 
roads are beginning to use the new station 
and the future work will not interfere with 
the train service. 


DAY TFPAIN FOR KNOXVILLE. 


The Atianta, Knoxville and Northern 
Take Off Its Night Service. 
The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern will 
discontinue its night train during the winter 
months, and substitute a day train, leaving 
Atlanta by the Western and Atlantic at 8:15 
o'clock in the morning and arriving in 

Knoxville the same evening. 

Returning, the train will leave Knoxville 
in the morning and reach Atlanta at 7:30 
o'clock p, m. 

This day train will be appreciated by the 
patrons of the road, and will give passen- 
gers an opportunity to see the beautiful 
scenery along the route. 

Next spring the company will put cn a 
double daily service, and at that time will 
probably put back the sleeping cars, which 
were so well patronized during the past 
summer and fall, 
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TO TUNNEL LOOKOUT. 


The Scutherr. Railway Will Soon Be- 
gin I.is Stevenson Extension. 

The Southern railway will begin on Jan- 
uary ist to tunnel Lookout mountain. 

The tunnel wiil cost $500,000, and it will 
require two years to drive it through. 

This tunnel will be a cut-off for the 
Southern’s proposed extension from Steven- 
scn into Chattanooga. The new line will 
be about fifty miles in length, and will give 
the Memphis and Charleston entrance to 
the:city over its own rails. Now the trains 
enter the city over the Nashville, Chatta- 
neoga and St. Louis tracks, for the use of 
which a large rental is paid. 


SECOND CLASS WITHDRAWN, 


Trans: Mississippi Lines Will Not Rec- 
ognize Anything but First-Class. 
The rail lines west of the Mississippi have 
given notice that they will not accept 
second-class tickets after th® beginning of 

the year. 

This compelled the southern roads which 
have been selling second-class tickets in the 
past to take steps to withdraw such rates, 
A meeting of rate clerks was held in Cin- 
cinnati last week to revise the rate sheets, 
and it is reported that the work so far as 
rates to Texas and other southwestern 
points are concerned. Mr. A. Maddison, 
chief rate clerk of the Southeastern Passen- 
ger Association, attended the meeting. 


KEEPS TEEM GUESSING. 


‘No One Can Tell Who Will Get the 


Chicago ani Alton Road. 

John A. Stewart, a director of the Chi- 
cago and Alton, is quoted as having said 
that the controlling interest in the company 
would probably be sold in a few days, but 
he did not know who would be the pur- 
chaser. Evidently, the owners of the ma- 
jority of the stock are playing for the 
highest price, and they are making different 
interests bid against each other. One day 
it is said that the Vanderbilts are about to 
acquire the road. Another day the Goulds 
are reported to have the insidc and on the 
third day the Union Pacific ils pronounced 
to be the probable purchaser. 

The Chicago and Alton has been paying 
10 per cent annually for a number of vears, 
The company makes no statement of its 


earnings except in the annual report of the 
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| officers. Some years ago, the New York 


Stock exchange notified President Black- 
stone that if he did not send in statements 
more frequently, the company’s stock would 
be taken off the exchange’s list. President 
Blackstone replied that the exchange could 
do as it pleased about that, but annual 
Statements were all that would be made 
public. He said that it was not a specula- 
tive stock and that its owners were satis- 
fied with the results. As a matter of fact, 


the stock has been held as an investment, 


and until a few months ago it was not 
traded in much on the exchange. 

The reason assigned for the sale is that 
President Blackstone is o!d and desires to 
be relieved of the responsibility of manage- 
ment, and that he and other large stock- 
holders prefer to turn the property. over te 
other owners,

Although invited "by the Baptist home 
mission board to go to Cuba and organize 
a church in the city of Havana for the 
benefit of Baptist American residents, Dr. 
W. W. Landrum has not as yet accepted. 

It is quite probable that Dr. Landrum will 
accept the invitation if the home mission 
board insists on his going, and provided his 


} own church gives him permission to go. 


Dr. Landrum declines to say whether or 
not he desires to go, but admits that he 
will do as directed by his own church. If 
he goes, his work of organization will prob- 
ably not continue more than a week or so, 
and after the church has been organized, 
the work of establishing it will be placed 
in the hands of a preacher who will have 
permanent charge. 

It is understood that the board of home 
missions already has a preacher whom they 
desire to put in charge of the proposed 
church at Havana, but his name 
yet been made public. 

There is at present a Baptist church in 
Havana, with a congregation of about 2,000 
members, but these are native Cubans, 
an! unable to speak other than the Span:sa 
language.

Altheush 
the congregation is now a large one, new 


members are constantly being received, and |

The plan of the hcme mission board is to ) 


organize a church in the capital that shall 
ke for the Baptists who are now residents 
of the island. It Is thought that the real 
influx of people to Cuba wilt vceur about 
the first of the year, and for that reason 
the board desires to start at ouce upon the 
proposed plan of organization. It will not 
he necessary to build another church in 
Havana, as the same house of worship that 
is now being used by Diaz and his congre- 
gotion can be used. 

If Dr. Landrum does accept the invitation 
to go to Cuba, it is probable that he will 
leave Atlanta about January 15th.

The brief speech delivered by President 
McKinley before the legislature of Georgia 
on Wednesday last was cettainly the rmcst 
eloquent and impressive of all the many 
eloquent deliverances he has made in his 
extended public career: It jg one of the few 
speeches that intelligent “and thouchtfv! 
people, north and south, will turn to read 
Over and over again to gather in the full 
measure Of itS patriotic and exquisite ex- 
pression. The following paragraphs from 


this address will be preserved among the 
immortal declarations of American states- 
men: 

Sectional lines no longer mar the map 
of the United States; sectional feeling 
no longer holds back the love we bear 
each other. Fraternity is the national 
anthem, sung by a chorus of forty-five 
States and our territories at home and 
beyond the seas. The union is once 
more the common object of our love 
and loyalty, our devotion and sacrifice. 
The old flag again waves over us in 
peace, with new glories which your 
sons and ours have this year added to 
its sacred folds. Every soldier’s grave 
made during our unfortunate civil war 
is a tribute to American valor. And 
While when those graves were made we 
differed widely about the future of this 
government, the differences were long 
ago settled by the arbitrament of arms, 
and the time has now come in the evo- 
lution of sentiment and feeling under 
the providen-e of God when in the spirit 
of fraternity we should share with you 
in the care of the graves of the confed- 
erate soldiers. 

Since the delivery of Mr. Lincoln's great 
speech at the dedication of the Soldiers’ 
monument at Gettysburg, we have had no 
public utterance from the statesmanshtp 
Of this country that So nearly approached 
Mr. Lineoln in the eloquence that reaches 
the popular heart and lingers as sweet in- 
cense with succeeding generations.

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A CURIOUS MAINE STORY. 


Predictions of a Fortune Teller That 
Came True After His Death. 


Old Town, Me., December 17.—Every 
French Canadian resident of Maine believes 
that a miracle has been performed over 
the grave of Paul Beaupre, who died and 
was buried in the woods above Grindstone 
Falls forty years ago. Beaupre, or Bo 
Peep, as he was called by his acquaint- 
ances, was a fortune teller and peddler 
of snakeskin charms, who traveled from 
camp to camp in winter selling his amuiets 
and preying upon the credulity of his 
countrymen by pretending to reveal future 
events. Four years ago he was taken ill 
with pneumonia while staying at a camp 
on the East branch and died inside of a 
week. 

Before his death he expressed a wish to 
have his body taken to Montreal for burial, 
pronouncing a fearful curse upon. those 
who neglected to obey his last request. 
Among other catastrophes that were to 
follow a denial of his wish were the sud- 
den death of the camp foreman, the loss 
of the year’s cut of logs, and the burning 
of the camp. He also said that if he were 
buried in the woods a living cross wouid 
grow up from his grave, which should 
serve as a perpetual warning to all unbe- 
lievers. 

Beaupre died in November, 1894. His 
body was sewed up in new blankets and 
carried to a rocky point above Grindstone, 
where the bearers placed it under the roots 
of a great yellow birch tree which had 
lately been overturned in a gale. When 
the remains had been duly dispose@ of in 
the stony opening, one of the men chopped 
off the fallen tree trunk with an axe, allow- 
ing the stump to fly back, thus filling the. 
hole and burying the body under the tons 
of earth, . 

Two weeks later the camp boss was 


kille@ by a falling limb. The following 
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were hung up for want 
ot water, and while they were lying on 
the shore waiting for rains a forest fire 
swept through the woods, burning the log: 
and the camp where the men had worked. 
This fall a party of Frenchmen who had 
been hunting deer stopped at Peep’s grave 
and were surprised to find that the yellow 
birch which covered his remains had 
sprouted from the stump, sending up three 
shoots, which had interlaced so as to 
form a cross about ten feet tail. When 
they saw that the last of the dead man’s 
predictions had been fulfilled, they came 
out and circulated the story all over eastern 
Maine, since which time the grave has 
been visited by scores of French Canadians, 
all of whom believe that a miracle has 
been wrought above the dead.

There is the 
southern adaptation of ‘“‘When This Cruel 
War is Over,’ and, likewise, ‘“‘Who Will 
Care for Mother Now?’’—anthems that 
came at the end of the war, indicative of 
the impatience of both sides for the close 
of the strife, There is a ‘‘Farewell! to the 
Star Spangled Banner,’’ which was to have 
been supplanted “by thirteen bright stars 
"round the palmetto .tree;’’ “The Bonnie 
Blue. Flag’ and ‘‘All Quiet Along the Po- 
tomac Tonight,’ attributed to Lamar Fon- 
taine. 

These are all entered for copyright in the 
“Gistrict court of the Confederate States of 
America,’’’ and form an interesting relic of 
the “lost cause.’”’

Will Expansion Pay? 

By the treaty of peace just signed the 
United States acquires considerable terri- 
tory. ‘TIhere has been much delving into 
the past. Muen sentimentalizirg over the 
views of our fathers and no end of dis- 
tortion of the Monroe doctrine to prove 
that the administration is all wrong in 
taking this territory under the wings of 
our eagle. But ths great mass of our 
citizens are practical and look more to 
profit than to prejudice. They want to 
Know if a transaction pays. I do not see 
anything to indicate that expansion will 
incur expense or loss to this country. 
Hawaii has always paid her way under a 
more costly form of government than we 
willfuse. She will doubtless continue to be 
self-supporting, and under infinitely better 
trade conditions will doubtless yield a 
handsome surplus. Porto Rico is very fer- 
tile, has always given many millions yearly 
to Spain above her home expense, and her 
expansion agriculturally and commercially 
is only a matter of a short time; in fact, 
she is now prospering and will pay her 
way and more besides. The main point of 
condition financially is the Philippines. 
The fact developes tn the Spanish budgets 
that the revenues and expenditures of 
these islands very nearly balance. But 
{in all these former possessions it must be 
remembered that Spanish captains general 
have generally enriched themselves, and 
their subordinates have doubtless followed 
their example; cutting both ways—stealing 
the revenues and fraudulently padding the 

‘expenditures. Again ecclesiastical expen- 
ditures and the support of consuls in Chi- 
na were charged against and paid from the 
revenue of the Philippines. The war ex- 
penses were enormous and were paid by 
the islands. It is asserted Uhnat we wiil 
have a war of subjugation, that Aguinaldo 
and his fancied forces will cause no end of 
trouble and expense. Perhaps, but not 
probable. We will rapidly civilize and 
bring into peaceful, prosperous ways the 
few selfish leaders and their forces will 
melt away like snow before the sun. It 
may take a little time and entail consider- 
able expense at the outset, but the end 
will more than justify the means, Only a 
few months has elapsed since our peaceful 
occupation of Porto Rico, and today there 
is scarcely a Spanish subject on the island. 
All are enthusiastic Americans. This dem- 
onstrates how rapidly good, benign gov- 
ernment converts and pacifies. But the 
pessimists contend we have entirely a dif- 
ferent and more difficult race to deal with 
in the Philippines. Well, admit if. There 
is no race so steeped in ignorance and 
prejudice, but realizes the benefits and 
accepts gratefully the improvement of 
physical condition and comfort. ‘That is 
just what the United States will give them. 
Expansion of the free government of our 
country will humanize the savage, make 
a self-respecting, self-supporting citizen of 
the dusky inhabitant and gain for this 


country a wealth of tropical raw material | 


that will amplify our manufactures be- 
yond our present high hopes. Commer- 
cially, alone, these islands will prove im- 
mensely profitable. Politically we cannot 
compass their advantage to us as a world- 
power. Financially, their revenues will 
exceed their expenses. In fact, the best 
trade ever made was our war with Spain, 
for in every respect expansion will pay. 


New Use for Skimmed Milk.

An ingenious mind has made the discov- 
ery that an excellent sizing for glazing fine 
paper can be made from skimmed milk in 
place of the expensive give formerly used. 
The skimmed milk to be used in this way 
is put in a vat, treated with chemicals and 
heated until curd is found; the curd is 
then washed, pressed and conveyed to the 
headquarters plant. Here it is ground fine 
and put in a large and improved drying 
kiln, where it is dried ‘in about twelve 
hours; then it is. bagged and is ready for 
shipment,

In the case of Edward Thaver against 
the Scranton Traction Company, tried at 
Scranton, Pa., last week, Judge W. W. 
Porter, of the supreme court, filed an opin- 
fon against the plaintiff on the ground of 
contributory negligence. Thayer was a 
passenger on one of the defendant’s cars, 
and stood on the back platform when 
there were vacant seats inside. A collis- 
jon occurred and the plaintiff was thrown 
backward, striking the dashboard with 
his back and falling into the street. He 
sustained injuries to his back and inter- 
nally. After discugsing the difference 
between steam cars and street rars, and 
quoting several decisions covering both, 
Judge Porter says the trolley car is quite 
unlike the horse car, and that transporta- 
tion upon an electric car is quite as peril- 
ous as upon steam roads. Continuing, he 
says: ‘‘We reach the conclusion, then, that 
the platform of an electric car isa place 
of known danger, and if while there, a pas- 
senger who could have found a seat within | 
is injured, he is guilty of contributory neg- 
ligence, provided his presence on the plat- 
form contributed to the injury he re- 
ceived.” It is held that such was the case 
in this instanee, for if the plaintiff had 
been inside he would not have been injured 
in the same manner or to the same extent, 
and possibly not at all. The opinion says 
it was the duty of the judge'below to direct 
the jury to find for the defendant. Judge 
Smith holds that the platform of electric 
cars igs not recognized by the public in 
general as a place of pecuilar danger, and 
that long experience has shown this view 


to be correct.

Romance of a Royal Will. 

The will of the late empress of Austria 
brings to light a romance of the foyal 
court that had long been forgotten. Five 
years ago the empress’ favorite grand- 
daughter, Princess Elizabeth, the eldest 
daughter of Prince Leopold of Bavaria and 
the archduchess Gisela of Austria, eloped 
with a young officer in the Bavarian army, 
Lieutenant Seefried, who was both penni- 
less and plebeian. It was a case of love 
at first sight for both, and this modern 
Romeo and Juliet couple thought neither 
of rank nor royal blood. They made ‘no 
concealment of their love, and the young 
lieutenant boldly asked of Prince Leopold 
and the old emperor of Austria the hand 
of this beautiful princess in marriage, 

The Emperor Francis Joseph was horrt- 
filed at his granddaughter’s choice of a 
penniless and lowly born army officer far a 
husband. Consent to their union was em- 
phatically refused. The upshot was that 
the princess and the lieutenant eloped and 
were married in Switzerland. Lieutenant 
Seefried was immediately expelled from 
the Bavarian army, and Prince Leopold in 
his wrath forbade the young couple to 
ever again cross the Bavarian frontier. 
The empress of Austria, however, who 
had a tender heart and knew what love 
was, interceded for her granddaughter. 

Through her efforts Lieutenant Seefried 
was admitted into the Austrian army ari 
created a baron, but both he and his wife 
were rigidly excluded from the Austrian 
and Bavarian courts. Baron Seefried and 
the princess lived quietly and contentedly 
in a small provincial town, where his regi- 
ment was quartered, and are regarded as 
a model married couple. 

And now in her will the empress has 
shown that she had never forgotten the 
youthful lovers. She begs the emperor, as 
a dying request, to use his influence on 
behalf of Baron Seefried and his princess 
wife. She further conveys an entreaty to 
her own daughter, the Archduchess, Gisela, 
and her son-in-law. Prince Leopold of Ba- 
varia, to extend full pardon to their daugh- 
ter for her youthful indiscretion. This ap- 
peal from the dead empress has, of course, 
met with a ready response. Baron Seefried 
has been place@ on the retired list of the 
Austrian army by the empefor and given 
permission to return to Bavaria with his 
wife.

ish in House. 


The first half of the session of the Geor- 
gia general assembly of 1898-99 came to an 
end officially at midnight last night but in 
actual fact it did not quit work until half- 
past 1 o’clock.this morning Before it ad- 


journed, however, every important pending 


measure was acted on, and the members 
forced a fina] settlement of all issues be- 
tween the house and the senate before they 
were finally dissolved. It is usual for the 
last day ot a Georgia legislature to extend 
over into the next day, and it is no new 
thing for conference committees to wrestle 
with conflicting bills while the hands of 
the clocks are being turned back by in- 
dustrious doorkeepers, but it is seldom that 
so small a matter as that which kept the 
members in their seats last night clogs the 
wheels of legislation. 

The appropriation bill, which everybody 
had expected to prove a strumbling block, 
' was compromised with odds in favor of the 
senate. The general tax bill, which came 
up as the house ways and means commit- 
tee substitute to but 
bill proposed by 
I’reeman, of Coweta, had 
among its sections the following: 

Be it further enacted by the author- 
ity aforesaid, That no tax shall be 
assessed upor the capital of banks or 
of banking associations organized un- 
dex the authcrity of the tate, or of 
the United States, and located within 
this state, but tLe shares of the stock- 
holders of suck bank or banking as- 
seciation, whether resident or non-res- 
icent owners, shall be taxed in the 
county where sucu bank or banking 
associations are located, and not else- 
where, at their true and full market 
value at the same rate provided in 
this act for taxation of moneyed cap- 
ital in the hands of private individ- 
uals; ~provided, that nothing in this 
section contained shal] be construed 
to relieve such banks or banking as- 
sociations from the tax on real estate 
held or owned by them. 

This single section kept the legislature in 
session for two or three hours longer than 
{t would have been otherwise. The senate 
proposed an amendment which provided 
that real estate accumulated by banks 
should not be taxed because that contrib- 
uted to the market value of the bank’s 
stock, and was, in consequence, properiy 
taxed under the provisions of the bill. The 
entire general tax bill was so familiar to 
all members that no conflict was antici- 
pated, but on this section there was a di- 
rect elash, and half a dozen conference 
committees met and adjourned without 
reaching a conclusion. Finally the house it- 
self decided to recede from its position and 
the senate amendment was agreed to. 

The senate took up many house bills dur- 
ing the day and. handled them with an iron 
hand. Representative Knowles, of Fulton, 
won a conspicuous victory in getting 
through the upper house his appropriation 
to the textile department of the Technolog- 
ical school, and he was personally applaud- 
ed when he ¢ame on the senate floor after 
his bill had been passed.

| Of bills that the house has already con- 


sidered. Of these the appropriations and 
general tax measures were the most impor- 
tant, but many others attracted attention 
to the work of the upper house during its 
three sessions, and the lobby was crowded 
with visitors all day long. Dozens of lo- 
cal bills were passed on, and on the whole 


the senate put in about as hard a day’s 


work as any legislative body that has met 
in Georgia for years. Both President Dob- 
s0n and President Pro Tem, Terrell kept 
things moving while they were in the 
chair, and they well deserved the thanks 
that were extended to them just before 
final adjournment. 

In the absence of the chaplain, Senator 
McGehee opened the session with prayer, 
and was immediately afterwards called on 
to lead in the fight to prevent a recon- 
sideration of the appropriations bill, which 
the friends of a million-dollar public school 
appropriation precipitated. Senator Hand 
moved to reconsider the bill, and the sup- 
porterse of an $00,000 appropriation rallied 
quickly to deféat this. There was a short, 
sharp and, spirited debate which brought 
some of the best speakers in the upper 
house to their feet. Senator Mann made 
the leading argument in favor of recon- 
sideration, and devoted most of his elo- 
quence to a response to the speech made 
by Senator McGehee on the other side on 
Friday afternoon. Mr, Mann said that Mr. 
MeGehee had declared that ‘his district 
drew more from the school fund than it 
paid in, but he was too broad to look after 
the interests of his own people alone; he 
was too honest to have other people pay 
his debts for him, and he was glad that 
he was broad enough to look after the in- 
terests of the whole people. 

Senato: Mann’s Speech. 

“This position,’ said Mr. Mann, 
diculous. His’ district has had 
schools for twenty-seven years, and has 
been drawing out of the fund as much 
again as has been paid in, but the records 
of the department showed that the people 
were not as broad as their representative, 
for they have never offered to pay any 
of it back. The gentleman was not play- 
ing for the good of his people, but for the 
applause of the galleries, the grand stands 
and the newspapers. When I hear a man 
talking about neglecting his own district 
to look out for the people of the whole 
state, I doubt his sincerity. I am /here to 
represent the people of the forty-fourth 
district. I doubt the sincerity of the man 
who says he is talking for the people and 
has a stenographer present to report his 
speech for the press. 

“Whenever I hear a man talking about 
being so broad that he can neglect his 
own district, I am reminded of the story 
of the frog in Aesop's fables. The old frog 
had a family of little ones. “When she 
Was away from home a cow came near 
and caused a great fright to the baby frogs. 
When the mother returned they told her 
of the big visitor. ‘Was it as big as I 
am?’ she asked. ‘Bigger,’ they replied. She 
began to swell and asked if the visitor was 
that big. Every time she swelled the little 
ones said, ‘Bigger,’ and finally the old frog 
exploded. Mr. President, if the gentleman 
from the twenty-fifth continues to widen 
and broaden we may look for a similar 
catastrophe in the senate.’’ 

No Reconsideration. 

Senator Brannen moved the call of the 
previous question, and on the roll call the 
motion to reconsider the bill was lost by a 
vote of 27 noes to 11 nayes, as follows:

This was final action on the public school 

appropriation and Secretary Northen hus- 
tled the completed bill over to the house 


without delay. 
The General Tax Bill. 

The house ways and means committee’s 
substitute general tax bill to the Freeman 
bill then c@me up in the senate and was 
considereg section by section. The tax on 
circuses in towns of 4,000 inhabitants and 
under 5,000 was raised from $300 to $400. In 
cities or towns of ‘less than 4,000 the tax 
on circuses was raised from $200 to $300. The 
paragraph fixing a tax of $ on dealers in 
cigarettes for each place of business was 
stricken and then reconsidered and pass- 
ed. The tax on baseball parks in places 
of less than 10,000 inhabitants was re- 
duced from $50: to $25. The house bill pro- 
vided for the following regulations on 
building and loan associations. 


That the president of all building and 
loan associations or other associations 
of like character shall be required to 
return to the tax receiver of the coun- 
ty where they are located, at its true 
market value, the stock of the associa- 
tion owned by the stoekholders (upon 
which, as shown by the books of such 
asscciations, no advance has been made 
or money borrowed by the individual 
stocktholder), to be taxed as other mon- 
eyed capital in the hands of private in- 
dividuals is taxed. 

The following amendment by Mr. Bunn 
was adopted, the same to be added to the 
section: 

Provided that no tax shall be required 
of bullding and loan associations to be 
paid upon any portion of their capital 
which has been loaned or advanced a 
shareholder upon real estate, upon 
which real estate tax is payable by said 
shareholders; and provided further, that 
the taxes provided by this section shall 
be jin lieu of all other taxes and li- 
censes, whether state, county or mu- 
nicipal, against said association, ex- 
cept a business license by the town or 
city in whieh the principal office of 
such association is located, and except 
a fee required to be paid the state treas- 
urer by act approved October 19, 1891.

The Appropriations Bill. 

A message from the house brought over 
the information that the senate amend- 
ments had been non-coneurred in, and this 
began a lively confiict that did not end 
until at an early hour this morning. The 
senate amendments were the increase of 
the maximum amount to be expended ‘by 
committees from $6 to $25, the increase in 
the appropriation to the Normal school at 
Athens. from $12,000 to $20,000, the appro- 
priation of $1,500 for the salary of the 
entomologist and $1,000 for the expenses of 
the department farm from $10,000 to $5,000, 
the sum of $8,000 for the geologica] depart- 
ment and the cutting off of $2,000 for the 
salary of the specia] attorney of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, 

The senate decided to recede from the 
amendment relating to the Western and 
Awulantic railroad attorney’s salary. Presi- 
uent Dodson, for the first time during the 
session, left the chair and made a strong 
and convincing speech advocating the im- 
portance of keeping this special attorney 
and supported a motion that the senate 
should recede from its position. The mo- 
tion was carried. The action of the senate 
in reducing the contingent fund from $10,000 
to $5,000 was taken under a misapprehen- 
sion and on account of this the senate re- 
considered its action and receded from its 
position. It decided to stand by all the 
other amendments it had mide. 

More Appointments. 

Shortly after the bill ‘creating a city 
court in Hal] county was adopted it was 
signed by the governor, who sent to the 
senate at once ¢he nomination of Hon. 
Fietcher Johnson to be solicitor. Mr. 
Johnson was a member of the last house 
and is one of the ablest and 
most popular young attorneys in north 
Georgia. He was a candidate for soliciter 
general of the northeastern circuit when 
the present legislature met, but was de- 
feated for the place by Hon, W. A. Char- 
ters, of Lumpkin, by three votes. The 
senate yesterday confirmed tue nomina- 
tion of Mr. Johnson, and also of the fol- 
lowing, whose nominations were sent to 
the senate on the day previous:

In order to get a running start in the 
interest of temperance for the next ses- 
sion, Mr. McGehee introduced yesteraay 
a bill to prohibit the manufacture and 
sale of spirituous liquors in the state of 
Georgia. The bill provides that no spirit- 
uous liqvors shall be made or sold in Geor- 
gia, but physicians are allowed tv sell 
alcohol in quantities less than a pint, and 
they are allowed to prescribe and furnish 
Whisky to patients under actual treatinent. 
The bill further provides for submitting 
the question to the people at an election to 
be callel by the governor. It was referr- 
ed to the temperance committee and will 
come up at the next session of the legis- 
lature. 

Prison Commission Complimented. 

Representative Stone, chairman of the 
committee on penitentiary, submitted the 
following report, which the senate commit- 
tee indorsed and reported: 


Mr. Speaker: The committee on peni- 
tentiary, Whose duty it is to visit, inspect 
and report the condition of the Various 
convict camps in the state, beg leave to 
submit the following general report: 

The committee was divided up into sub- 
committees of four each; for three rea- 
sons, to-wit: First, to secure more ef- 
fectual service; second, to have as few 
members absent from their duties in the 
house at any one time as possible, and 
third, to materially reduce the expenses 
of the state for this purpose. The reports 
of these small sub-committees, together 
with a reduction of more than one-half of 
the expense lheretofore incurred by reason 
of the duties placed upon this committee 
in visiting these camps, fully sustains the 
wisdom of the committee in adopting the 
above plan. The necessarily limited time 
allowed these sub-committees doa not 
sive them sufficient time to make as thor- 
ough inspection into the condition of these 
camps and the convicts and the prison de- 
partment of the state as might be neces- 
Sary or desired. But from the best infor- 
mation that could be obtained in these 
Short visits, with only time enough to 
make a casual inspection, we find that the 
penitentiary department of the state gen- 
“nt is 7 maopt excellent condition. 

Sanitary condition of the various 
camps is good. The buildings are kept 
clean and well limed, the bedding appears 
to be sufficient, the buildings ure well 
heated and ventilated and the convicts are 
well clothed and bountifully fed. No ecom- 
plaint of crue] treatment has been made 
but to the contrary, the convicts appeared 
~The ipo | re as well satisfied as people 

. rec liber ine is 
0 gah ge Mba — and confined in prison 

The health of the convicts generally has 
been unusually good during the present 
year. The death rate has been very small 
—less perhaps in proportion to the number 
of inmates than any of our best regulated 
cities, or even in the most healthful rural 
localities throughout the entire state, This 
appears to be conclusive evidence that the 
convicts are humanely treated and the 
law regulating this department fully ecom- 
plied with. In fact. it appears frem the 
best information obtainable that the laws 
€0overning the prison department of the 
state are Strictly enforced and fully com- 
piled with. Were it not for the chronic 
and incurable diseases which afflict a few 
of the convicts, such as consumption, 
Bright’s disease, dropsy, secondary syphi- 
lis, etc., the health of the convicts would 
be almost perfect, and the death rate 
practically nothing. 

In some instances these sub-committees 
have seen proper, after a casual examina- 
tion, to recommend the pardon of a few 
of the convicts. These reports and recom- 
mendations of the sub-committee have been 
filed with the prison commissioners of the 
prison department of the state. The new 
prison system of the state has not yet gone 
into effect and will not until the first 
day of April, 1899: so we make no report 
of the effect of this change in the old 
lease systernf at the present session of 
the general assembly. 


The last action taken by the senate was 
the passing of resolutions thanking Prest- 
dent Dodson and Secretary Northen for 
their faithful an@ careful attention to duty 
during the session, and at twenty minutes 
after midnight the upper house adjourned. 


WHAT THE LOWER HOUSE DID. 


Proceedings of the Last Day Were Re- 
plete with Interest. 

The business of the last day’s session of 
the legislature was formally opened in the 
house by the discussion vf the resolution 
of Mr. McLaugihlin, of Meriwether, chair- 
man of the committee on privileges and 
elections, authorizing and directing that 
committee to fully investigate the Coffee 
county election contest for the purpose of 
reporting on the same at the next session 
of the general assembly. Before the res- 
olution was acted upon Mr. Post, of Cowe- 
ta, proposed to amend it by providing that 
it should be put into effect without expense 
to the state. Mr. McLaughlin opposed this 
effort on the ground that some expense 
would necessarily be incurred and hat the 
state should bear it since it was in the in- 
terest of right and justice to one of the 
counties of the state. On being put to vote 
the proposed amendment of Mr. Post, of 
Coweta, was voted down. There was some 
debate over the resolution. Some members 
took the position that since taxation with- 
out representation was unjust, it was only 
fair that the Coffee county election con- 
test should be thoroughly investigated on 
the part of the legislature. Others, without 
denying the cardinal principle of republi- 
can government, contended that Coffee 
county should bear the expense, since that 
county had failed to meet the requirements 
of the constitution in making proper elec- 
tion returns. Mr, Park, of Greene, pro- 
posed to amend the resolution by provid- 
ing that the members of the committee on 
privileges and elections dharged with the 
matter of investigating the Coffee county 
election contest should not exceed five. On 
being put to vote the proposed amendment 
was adopted. When the time came to vote 
on the resolution Mr. Sloan, of Hall, called 
for the ayes ang nays. The call was sus- 
tained and the result, when the contest 
was made, stood, yeas, 41; nays, 79. Ac- 
cordingly, the resolution was lost. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, next offered a 
joint resolution, which was adopted, pro- 
Viding that bills and resolutions not acted 
upon at the present session be taken up 
under the head of unfinished business at 
the next session. 

Dr. Watkins, of Gilmer, by unanimous 
consent, next introduced a bill providing 
for a 2 per cent reduction of the salaries 
of public officials in the interest of econo- 
my in the expenditures of the government. 
This bill embodies the essential features of 
the amendment to the general appropria- 
tions bill offered by Dr. Watkins some 
two weeks ago. At the direction of the 
author it was referred to the committee on 
appropriations. 

Senate Amendments Meet Opposition. 


Next the general appropriations bill, 
with senate amendments, was taken up. 


First came the amendment to strike out 
$6 and to insert in lieu thereof $25 in the 
section which provides for compensation 
of legislative committees visiting state in- 
stitutions. On motion of Mr. Denny, of 
Floyd, the house refused to concur. 

The amendment to increase the appro- 
priation to Rock college from $12,000 to $20,- 
000 was next acted upon. Mr. Chappell, of

Chicago, December 17.—James H. Eckels, 
president of the Commercial National 


bank, said today: 

“T am credibly informed that a great 
foreign power has sent representatives to 
the United States and that they are now in 
New York for the purpose of negotiating a 
loaner of immense proportions. If the source 
of my informatin is reliable it is the first 
case in the history of the United States of 
a foreign power borrowing here.’”’ 

The Chicago Daily News declares Eckels’s 
statement may startle the genera] public, 
but says in the financial world the repoert 
will cauSe no astonishment, although the 
action will be unprecedented in the mene- 
tary history of the country. 

For two months The News continues, 
money has been the cheapest thing in 
America, as financiers phrase it. For a 
fortnight call loans have been made in 
Wall street as low as % per cent, while 
Short time borrowers with col- 
lateral are accommodated at 
In Chicago. 

The bond on the markets are absolutely 
of first-class securities, yielding more than 
3% per cent. Five per cent coupon i{ssues 
are bought on the exchanges at 137 and 
high grade stocks paying dividends at the 
rate of 5 per cent per annum were quoted 
at 132. Chicago and Northwestern common 
was an instance. Early in the week Cook 
county bonds were purchased on a 3.22 per 
cent basis. Indianapolis sold at 36 per 
cent ten year municipal security on a 3.22 
per cent level. The buyers were )Jocal in- 
vestors, whicr means that bonds now cum- 
mand as high a premium in the west as 
weil as in the east. 

The national] treasurer states that for the 
current month money in circulation has in- 
creased $20,303,722. This following a gain 
9f $50,000,000 for October makes a total ex- 
pansion. of about $75,000,000 for the last gixty 
days.

We Pass Great Britain.

discounted, as had every step in Une war, 
insofar as business was concerned. Much 
of the advance is upon the basis of merit, 
owing to generally improved conditions, 
Some, however, is pureiy speculative and 
may be carried to an extent that will cause 
a reaction. ‘lhis reaction, while it might 
be serious under other monetary condi- 
tions, would have less marked effect with 
the plethora of money on hand everywhere 
througihout the country. 

“So great is this that I have heard it in- 
timated from good sources that there has 
been some real discussion of one of the 
foreign powers negotiating a loan in New 
York. All this is actuated by the fact that 
American interests are loaning abroad. 
The force of economics in management and 
expenditure is not ihe least of the rea- 
sons for a betterment in value; of stccks 
and more thorough organization in carry- 
ing on great enterprises. The reduction of 
prices in so many things is now compelled 
to be met by better systems of administra- 
tion and greater volume of business. Nec- 
essarily is this so in all classes of indus- 
trials and railroads.

Two Hundred Savannahians Hear 
President McKinley and Cabi- 
net Members Speak and 
Are Wholly Pleased 
with Them.

Savannah, Ga., December 17.—(Specia!.)— 
The presidential party had an ideal day in 
Savannah. The weather has been magnifi- 
cent, the appointments perfect in every 
detail, and there have been many things to 
interest these visitors to the south. There 
has been enough to keep them all busy, 
and yet not too much, and the climax of it 


all, the banquet now on at the beautiful 


DeSoto, has never been excelled, 

The presidential train a Mia over 
the Central at about 10 o’clock. A commit- 
tee, headed by Captain Purse, met the train 
at Guyton and gave a formal greeting to 
the president. At the depot the party was 
met by twenty-seven carriages, each drawn 
by white thorses, and was driven to the 
DeSoto, where there was a stop of a few 


minutes. 

The Georgia Hussars were the president’s 
escort here and throughout the day. From 
the DeSoto the party was driven to the 
beautiful park, where there was a review 
of some fourteen thousand troops, now un- 
der the command of Major General Keifer. 
The reviewing stand was given up exclu- 
sively to the president’s party, and the 
_president stood in front with Major Gen- 
erals Shafter and Wheeler and Lawton as 
the troops went by. This park is the most 
ideal place of its kind in America; a great 
park right in the heart of the city—and as 
level as a floor. 


March by Confederate Monument. 


In its center there is a magnificent monu- 
ment to the confederate soldiers. On a 


high pedestal stands the figure of a private 


soldier of the confederacy, and the signifi- | 
cance of the scene—this silent-figure stand- 


ing there as if viewing these thousands of 
boys in blue from the south as well as the 
north—was commented on by everybody. 

What might be said to be a second coinci- 
dence was that the first regiment to pass 
before the president was the Second South 
Carolina, which was the first regiment the 
Palmetto state furnished to the confederate 
army. 

This military display was the handsomest 
thing of its kind I have ever seen. Not 
only were the surroundings ideal, but the 
troops mad2 a magnificent showing. To my 
mind, th best of all the regiments was the 
Third Georgia, but there I may be a little 
prejudiced. Certainly it shared honors with 
the Ninth Illinois and the Sixth Missouri. 
These three were the most generally prais- 
ed, and deservedly sc. Colonel Berner, 
Lieutenant Colonel Spence and Major Jack 
Cohen were certainly good tv look upon, 
and the regiment, as a whole, excelled all 
others in the marching. 

State Flag Is Needed. 


It was a matter of some mortification 
to the Georgians on the stand that this 
was the only regiment in the lot which 
did not have a distinctive regimental flag, 
but perhaps the boys themselves are so 
glad to be serving under old glory that 
they do not miss the individual flag. 

Each brigade and regimental commander 
joined the reviewing party as his com- 


mand was passing, and was presented to 
the president by General Keifer. President 
McKinley. especially complimented Colonel 
Berner and eaid the state had good cause 
to be proud of his regiment. 

The drive from the grounds to the wharf 
was through the principal residence and 


business streets, and everywhere’ these 


streets were lined with people and there 


Was great enthusiasm. During the ride 


down the river every passing craft gave 
the three whistles salute to the president's 
boat—the splendid steam pilot boat J. H. 
Estill. On the boat luncheon was served, 
and that hospitality for which Savannah 
is famous flowed in greatest abundance. 
Banquet at the DeSoto. 

The banquet at the DeSoto was one of 
the most beautiful any man ever wit- 
nessed or participated in. The great. din- 
ing hall of this beautiful hotel was made 
one vast bower of tropical beauty by the 
decorations of palms and flowers in great- 
est profusion, and President McKinley, 
amid frequent applause, addressed his audi- 
ence, consisting of 2) persons. His 
speech created a profound impression, the 
extreme frankness 6f his statement of the 
administration’s position on the annexa- 
tion question being entirely unexpected. On 
no former occasion since the problem of 
the Philippines presented itself has he 
given public utterances showing so clearly 
the trend of his mind and his audience 
manifested its approval in the most dem- 
onstrative manner. The speech was evi- 
dently made for the purpose of securing 
the support of the great business interests 
of the country to his policy of retaining 
the Philippines, and to put that influence 
to work on the senate for the prompt 
ratification of the peace treaty. It 99 x 
tainly an admirable presentation of the 
case as it appears from his standpoint and 
is certain to be an important factor im 
shaping the sentiment of the country at 
large. He spoke as follows:

Even those who desire other 
and different policies preter permanence 
to constant change or, what is almost 
as hurtful, the fear of change. There 
are happily now no domestic differences 
to check the progress and prosperity 
of the country which our .peaceful re- 
lations with the whole world will en- 
courage ind strengthen. 

This is fortunate, too, tn another 
sense. It leaves the country free to 
consider and discuss new questions 
which are imminent before us, unbiased 
by party or past political. alliances. 
these new questions are to be thought 
out and wrought out, not in a spirit of 
partisanship, but in a spirit of patriot- 
ism; not for the tempdiary advantage 
Ol one party or the other, but for the 
lasting advantage of ike ' eountry. 
Neither prejudice or passion, ner pre- 
vious condition can embarrass the free 
action | and caim judgment of the eit- 
izen. We have entered upon new patns. 
We are treading in an unexplored field 
which will test Our Wisdom and states- 
manship. The chief consideration is 
one of duty; our acticn must be con- 
trolied by it. No settlement is admis- 
Sible Which will not preserve our honor 
aid promote the best interests of all 
concerned. With a united country and 
the gathered wisdoin of all the people, 
Seeking only the right, inspired only by 
high purposes, moved only by duty and 
humanity, we cannot err. We may be 
batiied or deterred and often discour- 
aged, but final success in a cause which 
is altcgether unselfish and humanita- 
vere only be deferred, not pre-

Secretary Gage next spoke, 
follows: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: Now 
that the storm of war is over, we may 
look back in cheerful retrospect on gal- 
lant deeds accomplished—on glorious victo- 
ries achieved. It is right to do this. It is 
right to remember the heroic living, and 
it would be base ingratitude to forget the 
heroic dead. We may rejoice together 
that a common cause has united all hearts, 
and made us conscious once more'that we 
are all members of one common country. 
The past, thowever, forms in history but 
the base line from which the future is to 
be measured. The national life so pro- 
foundly stirred by recent events has been 
New duties—new re- 
sponsibilities—face us. They can neither 
be evaded nor ignored. It was within 
comprehension of this, I believe, that my 
subject, ‘Commerce,’ was given an honor- 
ed place on your programme, 

“It is evident that, if yesterday we were 
instmar, tomorrow we must be interna- 
tional, and commerce is the agency through 
Which our destiny is to be accomplished. 

“IT shall not take your time by eulogizing 
the triumphs of commerce, either as a 
bringer in of profit or as a pioneer of civi- 
lization. The thought is too familiar and 
the story has been too often, told. I want 
to speak, if I can, of an underlying law, 
or natural order, which compels nations 
advanced in art, seience, industry and gen- 
eral Knowledge, to carry the blessings 
these bring to people helpless through ig- 
norance, and wretched through oppres- 
Sion,

Secretary Alger Speaks. 

Secretary Alger, in responding to ‘‘The 
Army,”’ said: 

“One hundred and twenty-five t‘housand 
of our volunteers have already been mus- 
tered out and returned to their homes, One 
hundred and fifty thousand, including the 
regulars—fully armed and in excellent con- 
dition—still remain in the field ready for 
service. Shall they be ordered to further 
conflict? Let us hope not. But their pres-

“I would say to those still in the field, 
patience. .While your sacrifices may be,

“The less@s we have learned, and large- 
ly from the navy, are ‘in time of peace 
prepare for war.’ An old saying, but force- 
ful and true. How little material the coun- 
try had to equip its great army with when 
called into service, you know. How well, 
seemingly an impossible task was not im- 
partial, history of the war: will show. 
While we met an army well armed with the 
best of modern weapons ‘and _ skilled in 
the use of them, the navy, fully prepared 
for war in advance, well skilled in gun- 
nery, met the-Spantards and destroyed 
their fleets while they were hopelessly try- 
ing to adjust their ‘range finders.’ ”’ 

Postmaster General Smith Speaks. 

Postmaster General Smith, in reply to 
“The Press’ said, in part: | 

“This memorable journey of the president 
{n the south has promoted one thing and 
emphasized another. It has greatly ad- 
vanced the fraternity of feeling between 
the north and the south, which entered 
upon a new stage when both rallied to- 
gether under a common flag against a com- 
mon foe. It may not affect political divi- 
sions; it was not intended or expected to 
affect them. That was the last and least 
of all thoughts connected with it, for it 
was not the thought at all. That has not 
been the impulse or purpose of his admin- 
istration. 

‘“‘And the other truth which this journey 
has emphasized is the political fact that no 
problem confronts us with which this na- 
tion cannot successfully cope. We have 
on our own soil, among our own people a 
problem greater and more difficult in many 
respects than any which is presented in 
connection with the new acquisitions. And 
yet we have seen at Tuskegee that with 
patience, forebearance and honest purpose 
this momentous home problem can be suc- 
cessfully solved, and this witness inspires 
us with hope and faith that the difficulties, 
less complicated and formidable, of our 
new possessions can, with honest states- 
manship and courage, be triumphantly 
mastered.’’ 

Secretary Wiison Speaks. 

Secretary Wilson, in the course of a 
speech upon ‘‘Agriculture,’’ said: 

‘The American farmer js the best edu- 
cated, best clothed, best housed, best fed 
and the most important cultivator ef the 
soil upon earth. We have become the fore- 
most manufacturing nation on earth, partly 
because the farmer feeds the artisan 
cheaply and feeds him well. 

“The best statesmanship of our times is 
that which wisely considers the ease of the 
laborer in field and shop, to the end that 
the greatest possible good may be the re- 
ward of toil.

Barnyard poul- 
try offers greater rewards for their intel- 
ligent care than. county offices,’’

HOUSE RECEDES: 


AE SENATE WINS 


Geological Bepartment Gels An- 
nual Appropriation of $8,000 


STATE GEIS ENTOMOLOGIST 


Hardest Fight of All Comes Up Qver 
Rock College Fund, 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES WORK 


But They Succeed Finally in Getting 
Together and Both Branches of 
the Legislature Approve 
Their Reports, Which 
Favor Senate. 


When the legislature adjourned last night 
the senate had won aclean-cut victory over 
the house in the matter of appropriations. 
Either directly or through conference com- 
mittees the lower house was eompelicd to 
give way step by step to the upper body, 
and the net result was the adoption of the 
house committee's bill with practicaliy all 
the amendments added to it by the senate. 
Most of these were accepted with good 
grace, but over a couple there were dis- 
putes which held the hceuse in session for 
several hours-longer than would have been 
necessary had there been no conflict. In 
fact, the house would not have hnaxl to hold 
a night session at all otherwise, and most 
of the time was spent by the. members 
singing songs in the social session while 
waiting for the conference committees to 
report. 

Of the several senate amendments one 
Was reconsidered at once when the merm- 
bers met. This was the cut in the goy- 
ernor’s contingent fund from $16,000 to $5,000. 
instead of $10,000, the amount fixed by the 
house. It was shown that $10,000 was the 
very lowest possible amount that could be 
placed at the governor’s disposal without 
seriously crippling that department. The 
senate receded on this and the house 
showed a-conciliatory spirit Ly retreating 
from its position favoring a reducti in 
the salaries of the railroad commissioners. 
But this was all the house was willing to 
do. It declined to vote $8,000 to the geoloz- 
ical department, $2,500 to a state entomol- 
ogist, $10,000 extra to the State Normal and 
Industrial school, at Athens, and $25 in- 
stead of $6 to each Jegislator as full pay 
and expenses for his extra duty as a mem- 
ber of a committee investigating state in- 
Stitutions. 

Four Conference Committees. 

This brought on a quartet of contests, and 
both houses passed resolutions providing 
for the appointment of conference commit- 
tees—one each to upon the several 
questions in dispute, President Dodson, on 
the part of the senate, and Speaker Little, 
On the part of the house, then appointed 
the following conterence committees to ad- 


pass 


just the four points of difference: 

For an kntomologist—From the house, 
Stubbs, Johnson and Copeland. From the 
senate, Little, Nesbitt and Hodge. 

For Geological Fund—From the house, 
Bell, Knowles and Everett. From the sen- 
ate, Underwood, Bunn and Wingfield. 

For Pay of Comimittees—From the house, 
King, Price and Laing. From the senate, 
Perkins, Wood and Passmore. 

for the Rock College—From the house, 
Ellis, Jordan and Howard. l*rom the sen- 
ate, Thrasher, Hand and Odom. 

These committees began work as soon 
as the afternoon sessions of the house and 
senate were over, and all of them were to- 
gether for so long a time that the members 
lost their suppers and all the fum of the 
Iccal session. The first committee to give 
way was that which had in charge the 
proposition to pay $2,000 to a state ento- 
mologist. This sum was put in the bill 
by tne senate and the house had not even 
cunsidered jt in Original measure. 
Commissioner or Agriculture Stevens brief- 
ly explained the matter to the committee, 
and on motion of Representative Stubbs, of 
Laurens, the house receded from its posi- 
tion and the appropriation was made. The 
state entomologist will conduct his epera- 
tions under the watchful eye vf Coinimis- 
sioner Stevens. 3 

The Geologist Retained. 

Largely through tne -fforts of Represen- 
tative Knowles, of Fulton, Georgia is still 
to have the benefit of the work of .he gea- 
logical survey. The conference committee 
which was assigned to straighten out this 
particular tangie held quite a lengthy ses- 
sion and went over the ground thoroughly, 
The senate yoted for the usual appropria- 
tion of $8,000 to the department, but de- 
clined to appropriate $1,500 extra as a spe- 
cial printing fund, as recommended by the 
senate appropriations committee. On mo- 
tion of Representative Knowles the legisla- 
ture was requested to appoint a commit- 
tee to examine into the work and useful- 
ness of the geological survey and of the 
administration of the present geologist, 
with a view to demonstrating to the legis- 
lature and to the people “of the state just 
what return the state got for the money 
expended. It is said that Geologist Yates 
personally suggested the resolution, 

The third conference committee to agree 
was the one which met to wrestle over the 
pay of senators and representatives as- 
signed to special work as members of com- 
mittees assigned to visit and inspect state 
institutions, convict camps, ete. Under the 
present law the members are entitled to 
$25, but the house agreed to cut it to $6, 
which the senate, promptly turned down, 
The conference committee debated the mat- 
ter at some length and finally agreed to al- 
low the members 5 cents a mile as travel- 
ing expenses, but to limit all bills to $20. 
This seemed to be a popular solution, for it 
passedboth houses without a single oppo- 
sition vote. The Rock college appropria- 
tion not only wore out the first commit- 
tee appointed to consider it, but two oth- 
ers before a decision was reached. 

The enrolled bill will be sent to Governor 
Candler tomorrow morning.

LARGEST ON RECORD 


Sales ef Stocks for the Week Over 
| 4,250,000 Shares. 


BOND SALES ALSO HEAVY 


High Recerd Prices Made Early in the 
‘Week, bu: Showed Hesitation 


New York, December 17.—The market to- 
' day opened firm with a rise of a point in 
‘Union Pacific. Later the i®regularity in 
London, which had been ignored in initial 
trading, was an influence locally. There 
was a sharp break in the Vanderbilts, Lake 
Shore losing 8 and New York Central and 
Canada Southern over a point. Local! trac- 
tion shares were off sharply, especially 
Metropolitan and Manhattan. Missouri 
Pacific also weakened decidedly. There 
Was considerable strength in other epots, 
Southern Pacific, Central Pacific, Denver 
preferred and Pittsburg, Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis shares showing 
firmness. In the second hour the down- 
ward movement was rather uniform. In 
the final dealing, however, an improved 
tone set in, in which Baltimore and Ohio 
and Lake Erie and Western stocks record- 
ed substantial advances. The average de- 
clines were less than one per Cent. 
bank statement, which was more favorable 
than expected, was later than usual in 
making its appearnce, but its influence 
helped the closing rally. 

' This was the iargest week on record 
for transactions in stocks and@ bonds, the 
Bales of stocks being above four and a 
quarter million shares and those of bonds 
nearly forty million dollars, The variety 
of stock and bond dealings was also greater 
than ever before. The market bulged early 
in the week, making high record prices, 
but later the movement was more hesitai- 
ing and irregular, some stocks advancing, 
while others declined. Aside from the 
temporary requirement for January divi- 
dends, money promises to continue at rea- 
sonable rates because of the large trade 
balance in favor of th eUnited States due 
to an excess of exports in five months 
of $243,000,000. The financiai horison seemed 
cleared, but the money and loan market 
continued to be watched narrowly, and as 
long as there was no cause for alarm se- 
curities were bought confidently. Gross 
traffic statements were very gratifying, 
the feature being the marked increase in 
west-bound tonnage, which included a 
gZreater percentage of manufactured arti- 
cles. Favorable railway returns from some 
sections, which had reported a falling off 
for a long t:me, aroused considerable cheer- 
fulness and round amounts of stocks were 
taken in anticipation of favorable net re- 
sults. London operations were watched 
with eonsiderable interest during the week, 
owing to the varied tendency of the money 
market, which showed an appreciable har- 
dening toward the close. The disposition 
abroad, excepting Berlin, however, was 
more favorable to American rails, and the 
net result of arbitrage purchases was in 
favor of the bulls. The local commission 
house business was heavy, interest largely 
centering in railroads. The bulls from time 
to time took up one stock after the other 
and raised each in turn-in most cases to 
record figures. The story about the acqui- 
sition of Chicago and Alton by various 
railroads in each instance gave strength 
to the property supposed to have acquired 
the Alton. 

Although it was understood that the 
property was on sale on favorable terms, 
no deal took place so far as known, But 
it was always the last story that found 
believers. The Coalers responded to cold 
weather conditions and to gossip that a 
trade agreement beginning with the new 
year would restrict the output of . both 
the anhtracite and bituminous coal proper- 
ties. Sugar was unusually wild, owing to 
various interpretations of the trade situa- 
tion and dropped 8 points. Among the other 
industrial properties trade conditions 
Played an important part. with prices ris- 
ing strongly in response to encouraging 
statements. 

Features:of pronounced interest develop- 
ed in the bond market daily and purchases 
of semi-speculative issues were in an enor- 
mous volume.

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isW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


Exhibit Is Favorable from a Banking 
Stancpoint. 

New York, December 17.—The Financier 
says: The New York clearing house banks 
gained $3,258,600 in gold last week; and as 
offsetting losses of legals were but $457,5.0, 
the net expansion of $2,761,100 in cash pro- 
vided a reserve heavy enough for the in- 
crease of $10,124,100 in deposits, brought 
about for the most part of the loan x- 
pansion of $6,246,500 and left the banks With 
$230,075 more cash than they reported at 
the close of the previous week. The State- 
ment does not differ materially from that 
exhibit. It is favorable from a _ banking 
standpoint, aS was pointed out in this 
analysis last week in its indication that 
the banks are finding employment for all 
the excess cash flowing this way. To 
what extent the expanding loans reflect 
domestic needs is another matter. It is 
highly probable, however, that the current 
increase came largely from borrowings in- 
cident to the heavy business being done on 
the New York exchange. At the same 
time holdii gs of sterling investments are 
becoming Jarger from day to day and esti- 
mates of $50,000,000 are conservative. The 
latest trade reports may be interpreted to 
mean that the expansion which has been a 
feature of the statements of the New York 
banks for some weeks past is not at an 
end Loans are now $73.000,000-1a ger than 
on October Ist and deposits in eleven weeks 
have risen almost $105,000,000. It is need- 
less to say that by far it was ahead of 
anything ever known in the history of the 
banks. But with this ulnprecedented 
srowth the eclearing house institutions to- 
day hold about $2,000,000 more excess re: 
serve than reported in October. The gain 
in cash for the week is larger than had 
‘peen predicted. The interior movement 
will become larger as the first of the year 
approaches. If this proves true we shall 
probably witness a continuance of the 
operations which have swelied the bank 
totals of late, otherwise the demand for 
funds may curtail to some extent the avail- 
able reserve and-coincidentally affect ex- 
change to the point of gold imports. Some 
bank presidents are looking for firmer 
money rates after January. but that they 
can be maintained is rather doubtful.

Local Review. 


The situation, so far as the money supply 
is involved, has undergone no change. It 
is abundant in banks and other financial] 
institutions, and there is well nigh a con- 
certed movement toward the lowering of 
interest paid on daily balances. As a rule 
only Lanks in large cities pay interest cn 
balances, those in smaller towny when re- 
ceiving deposits atinterest at all, issue time 
certilicates having a limited time to run. 
Three or four of our local banks have re- 
feeived deposits in this way in the. past, 
‘paying as much at 415 per cent on twelve 
‘months certificates and a lower rate for 
shorter time, but the rate has been re- 
yduced to 4 per cent on twelve months’ cer- 
tificates and to 3 and 3% per cent for short- 
er periods. Some of them are refusing in- 
terest deposits at any rate, and the in- 
formation comes from Savannah and 
Charleston, where there are a number of 
savings banks carrying deposits amounting 
to several millions, that none of them will 
take new deposits at over 3 per cent. This, 
together with other influences, jhas stimu- 
lated the demand for investment securities, 
and it may be truthfull said that every- 
thing of merit is up and still advuncing. 

Central of Georgia issues have been af- 
fected in-a marked degree. Middle Geor- 
gia and Atlantic is, Southern railway is, 
Southwestern railroad stock, Georgia rail- 
road stock and Savannah and Augusta ruail- 
road stock are conspicuous in the move- 
ment. Southwestern sold at 106% today, 
the highest point since reorganization, and 
it is a free prediction that it will go to 
110 before the month 1s out. 

The one security of merit which is life- 
less in the general activity is Atlanta and 
Wesf Point debentures. The uncertainty as 
to how long they wiil Le permitted to re- 
main outstanding, and the certainty that 
holders within the state must in future pay 
tax upon them makes them unattractive, 
either to retain or to buy, and many nold- 
ers are quietly disposing of them for cash 
or exchanging them far non-taxable in- 
vestments. 

The “high prices of state municipal and 
railroad issues is creating a growing in- 
guiry for industrial securities. those of 
cotton mills easily holding first place, Eagle 
and Phenix new 6s, which were slow of 
<ale’when first issued, have almost entirelyv 
disappeared from the market, and will 
doubtless soon command a fair premium. 
The bonds of other cotton mills, not so 
prominent to be sure, but still well se- 
cured, are being taken,/and as the supply 
af these is always limited, it wont require 
many buyers or a large demand to take up 
all that now exist or which will be brought 
out in the future.

New York December 17.—It is difficult to 
understand the weakness of Liverpool in 
face of the strength of the American mar- 
kets unless Manchester thas obtained suffl- 
cient supply to last until the new year. 
According to Ellison, the stock of cotton 
held by Evropean spinners is 540,000, against 
185.000 last year, of which Great Britain 
holds 170,000 and the continental spinners 
884.000. against 111,000 bales. Our market 
pays no attention to Liverpool, being sus- 
tained by the demand from resting orders 
from parties who are buying on the basis 
of the improvement in business and the 
belief that the bad picking weather will 
seriously curtail t ehcrop. In this connec- 
tion one of our valued Savannah corres- 
pondents calls attention to the quality and 
quantity of low grade in this crop which 
should increase the consumption, as it 
takes more bales of low grade to furnish 
the same outturn of cloth. The temper 
of the trade is decidedly bullish and it is 
considered foolish to look for any decline 
from these prices.

PALMER SAYS CITY WAS NO POWER 


“TO FORCE TAX 


UN ATLANTA HOME 


Hot a Question of Exemption, He Declares, but of State's Right 
Te Control the City’s Method of Taxing 


BANKS NOT IN THE QUESTION | 


Asserts There Is No Reasen To Compare 
Them to Insurance Companies,

For more than two hours yesterday 


afternoon the finance committee of the city 
council considered the case of the Atlanta 
Home Insurance Company taxation and ac- 
tion was then postponed until 2 o’clock 
Monday afternoon, when the committee 
promises itself to settle the question defi- 
nitely. —The members of the finance com- 
mittee appeared to reach a better under- 
standing of the case yesterday afternoon 
than they have ever had before and it is 
possible that a settlement may be reached. 

The issue yesterday apparently narrow- 
ed itself down to a question as the con- 
stitutionality of the state law which pro- 
vides that insurance companies are to be 
taxed only on their gross premium income, 
This is the Jaw declared by Judge James A, 
Anderson, the city attorney, to be uncon- 
stitutional, and Judge H. ©. W. Palmer, 
who addressed the committee yesterday 
afternoon, contended that it was not for a 
municipality to pronounce the laws of a 
state unconstitutional, nor proper for the 
officers of the municipality to do otherwise 
than give all state laws the benefit of 
every possible doubt. 

It is certain, however, that the city is 
not receiving the amount the officers of 
the city think is due from the Atlanta 
Home Insurance Company. The principal 
contention, with the exception of the con- 
stitutionality of the insurance taxation law 
. referred to, is over the fact that no taxes 
are paid the city on the $100,000 worth of 
stock owned by Atlanta men in the At- 
lanta Home, 

It appears that the citizens owning this 
stock gay it is the duty of the corporation 
to pay the taxes on it. This is the custom 
among al] stockholders, and the members 
of the finance committee agree that this 
is perfectly legitimate. When the finance 
committee, however, talks of taxing this 
$100,000 worth of stock they are referred to 
the state insurance taxation law which de- 
clares that insurance companies are liable 
for taxes on only a percentum of their 
gross premium income. ‘ 

The Atlanta Home fight thas been before 
council for nearly a year, At one time 
the tax commititee reported favorably to 
the insurance company and this report was 
adopted by council. Mayor Collier exer- 
cised his veto power and the matter was 
referred to the finance committee. 

The question was before the jatter com- 
mittee last Friday afternoon and at that 
time Mayor Collier made a speech in which 
he explained his veto. He said the Atlanta 
Home had never done the city any good 
and that it held $300,000 in real estate mort- 
gages on which no tax is paid. The mayor 
stated that he had been notified by several 
wealthy corporations in the city that if 
the Atlanta Home was not taxed they 
would file bills of injunction against the 
city to escape their taxes. 

Colonel W. 8S. Thomson, a member of 
the finance commitiee, suggested that it 
‘would be well to hear from the represen- 
tatives of the Atlanta Home before decid- 
ing the question. Acting under this sug- 
gestion Judge H. E. W. Palmer, attorney 
for the Atlanta Home, was invited to ad- 
dress the committee yesterday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock. 

It was almost 5 o’clock, however, before 
the committee took up the matter, owing 
to the tardiness of several members. 

In substance Judge Palmer said: 

An insurance company is not like a 
bank. The two are conducted different- 
ly, and different taxation laws apply to 
them. When a banking institution 
takes in money on deposit it is allowed 
to do as it pleases with it, investing in 
real estate, stocks, bonds or anything 
else. Naturally it is taxed on all this 
money, and rightly so. 

The state has provided differently for 
insurance. cOmpanies. It says that W 
per cent of the premiums received by 
an insurance company must be set 
aside as a reinsurance fund, for the 
protection of the policy holders. In 
other words this fund is held by the 
companies for the policy holders. It 
does not belong to the companies. It is 
a debt. 

If at any time the state insurance 
commissioner finds that the liabilities of 
the company, including this fund, are 
20 per cent less than the capital stock 
of the insurance company he must give

receiver. An insurance company, Mr, 
Chairman, is apt to do enough business 

the first year to break it. 

Now the state is the sovereign power 
and gives to the city of Atlanta the 
power to tax her citizens. This power 
may be taken away at any time. And 
you can’t do what the state says you 
shall not do. For, instance the state 
limits your taxation to 1% per cent and 
you can’t levy a greater tribute than 
that, 


‘ 

“In the same way the state says how 
and for what insurance companies are to 
be taxed, and you can’t say otherwise. 
The sovereign power says that insurance 
companies are to be taxed only on their 
premiums, and neither the city of Atlanta 
nor any other munigipality has the right 
to change the laws of Georgia. 

“I will quote section 5 of the general 
tax act for 1897 and 1898, which provides 
how insurance companies are to be taxed 
in Georgia for the state treasury, and then 
continues with: 

Provided, however, that all loans by 
such companies secured by real estate 
mortgages and stocks and bonds, in 
which such companies are authorized 
to make investments, shall not be con- 
Sidered as a brokerage or banking bus- 
iness, or a business pertaining thereto; 
and provided further, that the tax re- 
quired by this section shall be in lieu 
of all other taxes, whether state, coun- 
ty or municipal, against such compa- 
mies, except a per centum tax on their 
premiums, and a business license by the 
town or city in which such company 
does business. 

“Now, in addition to the tax on premf- 
ums, which is allowed you, it is proper 


for the city to exact a business 
tax, but the state positively says you 
cannot do more. The state law also pro- 
vides that insurance companies must in- 
vest $100,000 in stocks, bonds and rea] es- 
tate securities before writing a policy. They 
must have this amount paid in. 

“Now, my friend, Judge Anderson, whom 
I respect as a learned lawyer, has given 
it ag his opinion that the state taxation 
law concerning insurange companies is 
unconstitutional, Hear, then, what Judge 
Clifford Anderson, whom we all must agree, 
is one of the most distinguished lawyers 
ever produced in this state. has to say 
concerning this very matter. This very 
question was before him when he was at- 
torney general of the state of Georgia, and 
in response to questions propounded him 
by Comptroller Gpneral ,Wright, VJudge 
Anderson wrote: 

“It is my opinion, therefore, that the 
Atlanta Home Insurance Company should, 
in addition to the tax of 1 per cent on all 
premiums received by it, whether paid in 
money or otherwise (not including return 
premiums on cancelled policies) be re- 
quired to pay a tax on all money it has 
lent out on promissory notes or other per- 
Sonal obligations, at the same rate and in 


the same manner as “other moneyed capi-- 


tal in the hands of private individuals is 
taxed;’’ but that it is not liable to be taxed 
On investments made in bonds, stogks or 
mortgages on real estate, where such in- 
vestments have been made in pursuance 
of section 2844 of the code.’ ”’ 

“Judge Palmer,’ at this juncture, inter- 
rupted Alderman Frank P, Rice, ‘‘do you 
mean that if the Atlanta Home were to 
loan money on a piece of property, and 
was then obliged to buy the property to 
protect itself, it would not be Hable for 
taxes?’’ 

“I want to be fair,’’ replied Judge Pal- 
mer, “‘and will grant you that the ques- 
tion is not without difficulties. You have 
heard the law on the subject.”’ 

“I don’t need any argument in this case,”’ 
answered Mr. Rice; ‘I have been hearing 
speeches and law conrerning it for the 
past year. I know where I stand.” 

“TI know you do, Mr. Rice,’’ replied Judge 
Palmer. “I hope, gentlemen,’’ he contin- 
ued, turning to the other committeemen, 
“I am not addressing a body that has al- 
ready decided against me.” 

“If we had not wanted to hear you, Judge 
Palmer,”’ said Chairman Edward C. Peters, 
quietly, “we would not fhave jnvited you.’’ 

“Suppose,” again put in Mr. Rice, ‘four 
or five of us here had $50,000 in bank to our 
account, and were paying taxes on it. We 
might get tired of paying taxes and then 
all we would have to do would be to buy 
Atlanta Home stock, and we wot™ es- 
cape,”" 

“Oh, no you would not,” said Colonel 
Thomson. “‘You would would have:to re- 
turn your stock with your other property.”’ 

‘‘No, you are mistaken, colonel,’’ said Dr. 
J. D. Turner, ‘“‘when a man invests in cor- 
poration stock he expects the company to 
pay taxes on it for him.” 

“Well, stockholders should return their 
shares with other property, I think. Let’s 
see if there is not sometthhing in the city 
ordinances about that,’’ said Colonel Thom- 
son, and he began looking through the 
books in the mayor’s office. 

“Now,” said Mr. Rice, ‘‘you are coming 
around to where 1 stand. I want that 
$100,000 worth of Atlanta Home stock to 
be subject to taxation. I don’t care wheth- 
er the company pays it or whether the 
stockholders pay it. My point is the city 
should receive taxes for it, just as she 
does for the stock of any other corpora- 
tion.” 

Colonel Thomson failed to find anything 
in the city code bearing on the subject 
and Judge Palmer resumed his address, 
beginning by producing The Atlanta Con- 
Stitution of yesterday morning. 

‘‘“Mayor Collier is quoted in The Consti- 
tution this morning as saying, in reference 
to the Atlanta Home, ‘What harm will it 
do the city if they do move? Have they 
ever done the city of Atlanta any good? 
The Atlanta Home Insurance Company has 
never laid a brick in Atlanta and never 
will. They employ about half a dozen men 
to do their work, and that is all.’ 

“I mean no discourtesy to my friend the 
reporter, but I sincerely hope the mayor 
has been misquoted. The Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company has paid out since 1882 
$1,977,211.14, or more than $123,000 a year 
for sixteen years. It has paid out during 
1898 more than $5,000 in taxes and licenses. 
It has built house after house, and if that is 
not benefiting the city I do not know in 
What way a citizen or corporation can do 
good. I hope the mayor has been misrep- 
resented. 

“Gentlem@n of the finance committee, 
there are now only two stock insurance 
companies left in Georgia. All the others 
have been forced to stop. They have been 
run out of the business. And it should not 
be your desire to injure an insurance com- 
pany that is trying to extend its business 
and bring foreign money to this city. You 
should do your best to help this company 
in every way. 
“Suppose you tax this real estate con- 
trolled by the Atlanta Home. You force 
the company to reinvest its money. Force 
the company to withdraw its loans to the 
citizens of Atlanta and place it in stocks 
and bonds, and what do you do? You work 
a hardship on the parties who have bor- 
rowed from the Atlanta Home. You are 
hurting the citizens more than the com-

courts in order to get the thing settled,”’ 
said Judge Anderson. ‘‘The supreme court 
has handed down three or four full bench 
decisions, saying that the law is unconsti- 
tutional, and if that is not sufficient war- 
rant for the city of Atlanta to force the 
Atlanta Home to pay taxes on real estate, 
I don’t know what more we want. 

“If the Atlanta Home is a struggling 
corporation, we might pay reasonable at- 
torney's fees for them in order to allaw 
them to contest, and I really think that 
would be cheaper in the long run,” 


The finance committee then went into 


executive session and a half an hour later } 


announced that the final meeting would 
occur Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock, when 
the question will be definitely settled.

THE CUBANS CALL ON DINGLEY. 


Islanders Discuss the Tariff with the 
Ccngressman. 

Washington, December 17.—Members of 
the Cuban commission now in Washington, 
under escort of Secretary Quesada, of the 
Cuban™“delegation, called today on Chair- 
man Dingley, of the ways and means com- 
mittee, and discussed the subject of Cu- 
ban tariff, the general purpose being to 
secure a better arrangement than now 
exists particularly as to the important 
products of sugar and tobacco. 

After going over the matter Mr. Dingley 
pointed out that pending the determination 
of Cuba’s future form of government, con- 
gress could do nothing in the matter of 
tar’ff rates, and this determination, he said, 
rested largely with the Cubans themselves. 

If they organized a stable system of 
self-government and an independent na- 
tion was established, then a reciprocal ba- 
sis of exchange doubtless ‘would follow be- 
tween the United States and Cuba. For 
the present, however, Mr. Dingley said, tne 
military arm of the government was in 
control in Cuba so that all tariff questions 
were under the care of the’ executive 
branch and not of congress. _

SEVEN REGIMENTS IN LINE 


$11 Take Over an Hour for the Sol- 
diers To Pass. 


CONFEDERATES TO PRESENT A PARCHMENT 


With the Words Spoken by the Presi- 
dent in Atlanta Printed on It 
in Letters of Gold. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 17.—Everything is now 
in readiness for the coming of the presi- 
dent on Monday. The military feature of 
the programme is complete. General Bates 
announced this morning that everything 
Was ready. 

The president and party will arrive here 
at 8:30 o’clock in the morning over the 
Central of Georgia railroad from Savan- 
nah. They will be met at the trait’ by 
Generals Wilson and Bates and their staffs, 
the reception committee and the confed- 
erate veterans. About two hundred vet- 
and will form 
in line around the car. Each one will have 
on a badge of gray with a photograph of 
McKinley on it. A bow of red, white and 
blue ribbon will also be on the badge. As 
President McKinley steps from the car he 
will be presented a parchment by the vet- 
erans with the words which he uttered 
in Atlanta engrossed in gold letters. He 
will also be presented with a floral design 
consisting of a union and confederate flag 
made of carnations, the president’s favor- 
{te flower. He will be driven along the 
line of troops from the depot to the review- 
ing stand and the troops will then be 
marched by. They will come in the fol- 
lowing order: 

Third engineers, Second Ohio, Tenth im- 
munes, Seventh immunes, Sixth Virginia, 
Third North Carolina and Seventh cav- 
alry. 

Eight thousand troops will be in line 
and it will take over an hour for them 
to pass the reviewing stand. As soon as 
the review is over the president will be 
driven to the different portions of the city 
and then to the train, where he wil] leave 
for Augusta. 

The presidential train passed through the 
city last night at 1 o'clock, but all of the 
party were asleep and no demonstration 
was made. 

The reviewing stand has been built at 
the intersection of Second and Cherry 
streets and will hold one hundred and fifty 
people. On the stand when the troops pass 
in review will be the presidential party, 
Generals Wilson and Bates an@_ their 
Staffs, the reception committee and the 
representatives of the press, 

The president’s stay in the city will be 
very short, owing to his limited time. He 
goes from here to Augusta, where he will 
spend several hours. During his stay here 
he will be escorted by a body guard of two 
troops of the Seventh cavalry.
